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NEWER ACTIVITIES OF THE R.I.B.A. 


HE one hundred and fourth session of the R.I.B.A. 
will open on Monday evening next, when the 
President, Mr. H. S. Goodhart-Rendel, will deliver his 
inaugural address. The moment is therefore appro- 
priate to call attention to the continuing and expanding 
activities of the Institute on behalf of its members and 
in the wider interests of the art of architecture and of 
public welfare. Many of these activities are of a 
normal and routine nature and need no special mention 
here, though that is not to imply any lack of apprecia- 
tion of their value. Within recent years, however, 
there has been a considerable development in what may 
be called the Institute’s extramural activities, and we 
would refer particularly to the attention which is being 
given, by means of exhibitions, to the more urgent 
planning needs of the community. 

One very successful exhibition is that devoted to 
Civic Centres; this, after a “run” at headquarters, 
went on tour through the provinces, and is still doing 
excellent service in showing to our bigger centres of 
urban population the advantages of well planned and 
designed civic and communal buildings. _ Another 
is the Modern Schools Exhibition (supplementing the 
Government’s effort to modernise the State schools), 
recently on view at Portland-place, and now started on 
its provincial tour. A third, now being organised, will 
be devoted to Health ahd Sport, and will be on view at 
headquarters in February and March next year. It 
will demonstrate, we understand, “‘ how civic and com- 
munal amenities can be provided as the necessary 
means for putting into effect the Government’s cam- 
paign for the extension of national physical fitness.” 

These three exhibitions alone are sufficient to indicate 
the much wider sweep of current R.I.B.A. activity as 
compared with a few years ago, showing to the public, 
as they do, how good design and planning can bring 
about a better state of national health, mental and 
physical, as well as an improvement in all those 
important matters which are embraced in the generic 
term “ amenities.”” The Institute, we feel, is doing 
excellent national work in showing so convincingly that 
good architecture is essential to success in these affairs 

_and, moreover, that it need cost no more than bad. 
Last year, it is reported, the R.I.B.A. exhibitions 
attracted a total attendance of 182,000. That fact in 
itself is a sufficient justification of, as it must be an 
encouragement to, the Institute’s exhibition policy. 


PATRONS OF ARCHITECTURE. 


TH arts in all their best periods have thrived 

under the patronage of the wealthy, and even in 
this commercial age this stimulus to architecture is not 
by any means absent. The term “ patronage” has 
fallen in estate in the way many good old words have 
lost their original savour; but there is nothing 
inherently degrading about the idea of an artist, who has 
to regard money as a necessary means of existence, 
profiting by the wealth of a person whose success in 
money-making has still left him sensitive to the values 
of culture. The transaction is a fair bargain between 
people who can assist each other to get the best out of 
life, and the relations between one and the other need 
contain none of the fulsome flatteries which formed part 
of the return favours from the artist to his patron, as 
we have sometimes read in history. 

In the gifts, of staggering proportions, which Lord 
Nuffield has made in pate gt ag are the makings of 
. Other striking alliances between patron and architect. 
We commend to Lord Nuffield the unlimited pleasure 
that can be added to the joy of giving by a continued 
' Anterest in the manner of doing the things which have

been so handsomely initiated, and particularly from 
their architectural aspect. In fact, we have no doubt 
that he will watch their fashioning not only with a 
shrewd eye. but with discrimination. He will find the 
growth and development of an architectural conception 
a matter of consuming interest, which continues while 
fancy is translated into fact, and remains so long as 
stone stands upon stone. 


FORTHCOMING HOUSING LEGISLATION. 


'T! references in the King’s Speech on the opening 
of Parliament to forthcoming legislation to 
amend the financial provisions for slum clearance and 
the abatement of overcrowding and to the making of 
further provision for the improvement of agricultural 
housing have been noted, we expect, with no little 
attention by housing interests. 

Taking first the reference to the amendment of the 
financial provisions, we have seen it stated that legisla- 
tion will deal with the extension of the period during 
which subsidy will be paid rather than with increase in 
the rate. If this means an extension of the statutory 
time for the completion of slum clearance and over- 
crowding rehousing works, the proposed legislation 
will, in principle, have the support of many. The 
measure of that support will depend, it may be, upon 
the length of the extension proposed. If, as was stated 
by the Minister of Health in the House of Commons in 
June, the proposal is only to extend the present rate 
of subsidy from March 31 next until the end of the 
following December—a mere nine months—then we 
would hesitate before prophesying an enthusiastic 
reception for the measure. If, on the other hand, a 
sufficient period is proposed (until the end, say, of 1941) 
to allow housing authorities to wait for building prices 
to abate in some degree before pushing through their 
rehousing schemes, then the measure should have 
active support. 


RURAL AND AGRICULTURAL HOUSING. 


HE reference in His Majesty’s Speech to agricultural 
housing will also be received with pleasure. Again 
there was no indication of the precise intention, but 
it is possible that action will be based upon the recom- 
mendations contained in the second Report of the Rural 
Housing Sub-committee of the Central Housing Advisory 
Committee. This Report, published on Tuesday, is a 
thorough investigation of the subject generally, and 
of the factors affecting the agricultural industry in 
particular. There is, it appears, a shortage not only in 
number but also of theright typeofcottage. Moreover, 
rates of wages at present prevailing in agriculture do 
not permit the ordinary worker to pay the economic 
rent of the house he requires. , 


The Sub-committee’s specific recommendation is that 
for a period of five years a subsidy should be provided 
in respect of all houses erected by Rural District Councils 
for the general needs of the agricultural population, 
sufficient to enable, at any rate, a large proportion of 
the houses to be let at a rent not exceeding 3s. a week, 
exclusive of rates, ‘ This subsidy should, in our view,” 
the Report continues, “‘ be assimilated with the subsidy 
available for the relief of overcrowding among the 
agricultural population and, accordingly, it would be 
calculated on a sliding scale to meet differences in cost 
due to size of the houses required, the method of con- 
struction, and local variations in price.’ The Sub- 
committee further recommend that consideration be 
given to the advisability of requiring County Councils 
to contribute a larger proportion of the rate contribution 
in respect of houses erected by Rural District Councils. 


This Report is a thoughtful and precise analysis of a 
difficult problem, which we heartily commend.

The New Session 
of the R.1.B.A. 

THE new session of the R.I:B.A. will be 
opened by a general meeting on Monday 
next, November 1, at 8.30 p.m., when the 
President, Mr. H. 8S. Goodhart-Rendel, 
will deliver his inaugural address ; the por- 
trait of Mr. Percy Thomas, O.B.E., the 
late President, painted by Mr. Harold 
Knight, R.A., will be unveiled and pre- 
sented to the Royal Institute; and the 
R.1.B.A. Bronze Medal and Diploma for 
a London Building built between 1934 and 
1936 will be presented to Messrs. Stanley 
Hall and Easton and _ Robertson, 
FF.R.1.B.A., the architects for the Nurses’ 
House, the Hospital for Sick Children, 
Great Ormond-street, W.C. There will 
probably be a very full attendance, par- 
ticularly. in view of the lively sense of 
expectancy aroused by the first appearance 
in the presidential chair of Mr. Goodhart- 
Rendel, who, whatever his subject, may be 
relied upon to endow it with wit and 
wisdom. 


** Save-the-Countryside Exhibition,” 
Sheffield. 

On Saturday, November 6, at 3 p.m., 
in the Graves Art Gallery, Sheffield, Sir 
William Rothenstein is to speak at- the 
public opening of a “‘ Save-the-Countryside 
Exhibition,” organised by the Sheffield 
and Peak District branch of the C.P.R.E. 
Sir William Rothenstein has recently been 
elected President of the branch in place of 
the late Sir Henry Hadow. This is 
the second “ Save-the-Countryside Ex- 
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hibition ” organised by the local branch 
of the C.P.R.E., which now numbers over 
600.. Since its inception, the Longshaw 


Estate, of 1,000 acres, has been publicly - 


acquired; Blacka Moor, of 450 acres, has 
been preserved, and much of the Porter 
Valley. More significant still, the 
branch’s determined opposition to the 
threat of 800 houses between Whirlow 
Bridge and Dore Moor nearly two years 
ago led. to the idea, supported by the City 
Council, of permanently preserving a 
Green Belt on all sides of the city, 
wherever beautiful rural areas remain. 
Planning by the authorities has now been 
seriously undertaken, both in Sheffield 
and the Peak District, and a general desire 
to save our countryside has arisen, along 
with a practical opposition to the causes 
of its defacement. 


The Background of 
the Exhibition. 

Tuer background of the exhibition con- 
sists of photographs illustrating the 
scenery in its varying moods; examples of 
the fine old traditional stone architecture 
of the Peak, some hopeful illustrations of 
recent buildings in keeping with their sur- 
roundings, and some_ instances of 
“horrors.”

Waterloo Bridge : Construction 
about to Begin. 


Tue London County Council announges 
that work on the construction of the new 
Waterloo Bridge is about to begin. The 
contractors for the new bridge haye 
already placed orders for a large amount 
of material, including Empire timber jn 
considerable quantity, and steelwork for 
the temporary stagings in the river, and 
several hundred tons of steel sheet Piling 
for the cofferdams within which the river 
piers will be built. . Work is to begin 
immediately in erecting a crane gantry 
across the river. On this gantry large 
travelling cranes will operate so ag to 
command the whole of the site of the new 
bridge. The contract time for the comple. 
tion of the new bridge is 24 years. After 
the bridge is completed the existing tem. 
porary bridge will be demolished—the con- 
tract time for demolition being 9 months, 

In preparation for the construction of 
the new bridge, work has been proceeding 
for some months on the difficult task of 
realigning a short part of the tram subway 
leading from the Victoria Embankment to 
Kingsway. This alteration was necessary 
in order to bring the tunnel entrance cen- 
trally between the twin supporting mem- 
bers of the Embankment span of the new 
bridge. The work is approaching com- 
pletion and the trams were, in: fact, 
diverted to the new portion of the subway 
on September 19. 

Other works which have been carried 
out in preparation for the new bridge in- 
clude the raising by over 5 ft. of the north 
end of the temporary bridge, and the 
slewing of the south end of it some 34 ft. 
to the east, in order to make room for the 
shore ends of the new bridge.

Expenditure on Elementary 
Schools, 1936. 

Tue report of the Board of Education for

- Planning the Isle of Wight : 


Resolution Approved. 

THE Minister of Health has approved 
& resolution for the preparation of a plan- 
ning Scheme for the whole of the Isle of 
Wight. The resolution was passed by the 
Isle of Wight Planning and Development 
Committee (comprising all the local 
authorities in the Island, including the 
County Council) and affords an excellent 
example of local co-operation in a deter- 
mined effort to secure the preservation of 
One particu- 
larly interesting feature is that the Com- 
mittee is also responsible for the admini- 
stration of the Restriction of Ribbon 


velopment Act. This is the first case 
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‘of the co-ordination of these two activities 
by a joint committee, and it is a good 
augury for the spirit in which the Com- 
mittee intend to set about the preservation 
of the Island. 

The Isle of Wight is now one of the most 
popular holiday resorts in the country, 
more than ever since the installation of a 
regular air service from the mainland, and 
parts of the Island have in recent years 
suffered from a good deal of unsuitable 
small building, particularly at Newport 
around the ancient monument of Caris- 
brooke. Over 5,000 houses have been built 
on the Island since the end of the War. 
The Development Committee will in 
future be able to control what building 
takes place, and to insist that it is 
properly sited and up to a certain stan- 
dard of appearance. They will also, it is 
hoped, be able to secure complete preser- 
vation of some parts of the Island which 
are -as yet undeveloped, and a lead has 
already been given by Lord Mottistone, 
who has declared his willingness to main- 
tain and preserve the beauties of his pro- 
perty. One of the Committee’s first tasks 
will be to get into touch with other owners 
in an attempt to secure similar under- 
takings. 


Early Interlocking 
Masonry. 

A CORRESPONDENT sends us the photo- 
graph (reproduced on this page) of part 
of a doorway at Tintern Abbey, and 
writes as follows: “‘ The photograph shows 
the processional doorway leading from the 
cloisters to the north aisle at Tintern 
Abbey, and is scheduled by H.M. Office 
of Works as fourteenth-century work. The 
doorway is of three continuous orders with 
feathered head, the middle order being en- 
riched with foliage. Above the springing 
the stones are interlocking, as shown by 
the white outline painted on the photo- 
graph to emphasise the mortar joints. 
Each stone is the full thickness of the 
doorway, and comprises part of all three 
orders. No similar interlocking stones 
exist in any other of the remaining parts 
of Tintern Abbey, and I have never seen 
this type of masonry in other abbeys or 
buildings of the same early period. It 
would be interesting to know whether this 
doorway is unique, or if there are other 
examples of interlocking stones of the 
same or earlier date.”

National Memorial Fund, a statement was 
issued which announces that the total re- 
ceived by the Lord Mayor to October 26 
was £590,898 13s. 4d. There was paid over 
to King George’s Fields Foundation 
£391,000. King George’s Fields Founda- 
tion has given preliminary consideration 
to over 1,600 schemes; 75 schemes have 
been definitely registered to date as pro- 
posed King George’s Fields, and of these 
final approval has been given to 41, the 
total grants sanctioned being £21,140. 
The King George V Memorial] Statue, to 
be erected on a £120,000 site in Abingdon- 
street, Westminster, will show him stand- 
ing in naval uniform and wearing Garter 
Robes. The statue, made in bronze, will 
stand 10 ft. high and will face the 
Victoria Tower. ‘Sir William Reid-

Patents: Daylight Measuring Apparatus. 


Sir,—I found in your issue of Octo- 
ber 22 that Mr. Waldram does not accept 
my statement that no hearing took place 
regarding any objection of mine to the 
validity of his patent. On the other 
hand, he adheres to his statement, made 
in The Builder of October 15, that an 
appeal by me against the validity of his 
patent was dismissed. He even goes 
further, and declares that I was present 
at the Patent Office when my appeal 
against his patent was formally presented 
in detail Lefore the Assistant Comptroller 
by my patent agents and contested by his. 
This alleged appeal regarding the walidity 
of Mr. Waldram’s patent is stated to have 
failed. 

In order that I might not rely upon my 
memory, which is particularly good, I at 
once called on Messrs. Carpmaels and 
Ransford, Patent Agents, of 24, South- 
ampton-buildings, who acted for me at 
the time when Mr. Waldram applied for 
this patent, and. I have obtained from 
them definite particulars from their files 
as to what actually took place. They 
assure me -that all that happened was 
that, in order to obtain sufficient time to 
enable counsel and _ themselves to 
thoroughly investigate the points that 
arose in connection with Mr. Waldram’s 
invention and my own, it became neces- 
sary to apply for an extension of the 
time allowed for the lodging of an opposi- 
tion. The lodging of an opposition is the 
first step that has to be taken when 


objection is made to the granting of a 


patent. My patent agents inform me that 
Mr. Waldram opposed the granting of 
an extension of time, and that they were 
informed on May 29, 1933, when I was out 
of London, that a hearing before the 


Comptroller had been appointed for the. 


following day to consider the matter. As 
I was away on holiday and could not be 
communicated with, Mr. Arthur Carp- 
mael appeared on my behalf at the hear- 
ing regarding Mr. Waldram’s appeal 
against the extension of time. Mr. 
Waldram is stated to have been present, 
together with his patent agent. I was 
certainly not presegt. The result of the 
hearing was that the full period of one 
month’s .extension applied for was 
granted. My application succeeded, and 
Mr. Waldram’s appeal against if was 
dismissed. It therefore appears that 
exactly the opposite happened to what 
Mr. Waldram alleged. Moreover, this 
was not a hearing regarding the validity 
of his patent, but merely a request for an 
extension of time for the purpose of con- 
sidering whether an opposition to his 
' patent should be lodged or not. On the 
day when the hearing took place—May 30, 
1933—I was in Hampshire in the early 
morning. During the day I drove my 
car 299 miles, and at no time was I 
within 50 miles of London. Messrs. 
Carpmaels and Ransford inform me that 
on June 9, 1933, I instructed them that 
I did not intend to oppose the granting of 
a patent to Mr. Waldram and that Mr. 
Waldram’s agents were informed of my 
decision. The question of the validity 
of Mr. Waldram’s patent was therefore 
never considered at any hearing whatso- 
ever, before either the Assistant Comp- 
troller, the Comptroller-General, or the 
Appeal Tribunal. The statements I made 
in The Builder were perfectly correct in

Salaried Architects and Official Bodies. 

Srr,—Your correspondent, Mr. R. D. 
Manning, is right in characterising as a 
“conspiracy” the practice of certain 
official bodies in. preventing their assis- 
tants from leaving them for better posts 
by agreeing sub rosa between themselves 
not to accept applicants from each other’s 
staffs. The A.A.S.T.A. is actively engaged 
in opposing this practice, and would wel- 
come in confidence from any of your 
readers, particulars of individual experi- 
ences. 

The practice has gone on for some time 
and, in effect, constitutes a temporary 
union of employers to keep down salaries. 
A man may have been in an office, say, for 
18 months or two years as a “‘ temporary,” 
and have probably received no increase 
during that time. He finds that other 
men are being taken on owing to compara- 
tive scarcity, at much higher salaries, and 
he himself makes an application for an 
increase, which is refused. He then 
attempts to obtain a job as a “ tem- 
porary”’ in another large office at a 
higher salary, and the procedure which 
Mr. Manning aptly describes comes into 
operation to prevent his securing it. 

The A.A.8.T.A. knows of cases where on 
a first application a man has been in- 
formed of a vacancy at £7 a week, subse- 
quently to be told, however, presumably 
after communications have passed between 
the offices concerned regarding his 
previous salary, that the post is available 
only at £66s. Details of a particular case, 
upon which we cannot comment further 
at the moment, but which seems to us to 
be a flagrant example of the general 
principle, are now being placed by Mr. 
George Lathan, M.P., on behalf of the 
A.A.8.T.A., before the Under Secretary of 
State for Air. 

In times of economic depression it be- 
comes a “ national. duty ” for assistants 
to accept. cuts, but in times of comparative 
boom they are prevented, by certain 
official bodies, from taking advantage of 
the relatively favourable conditions. 

Individual action can do little, and may 
result in victimisation. We appeal to any 
of your readers who may have had actual 
experience of this “‘ conspiracy ’”’ to get 
in touch with,the A.A.S.T.A., 113, High 
Holborn, W.C.1, if not for their own par- 
ticular advantage then, at least, to 
strengthen further with concrete illustra- 
tions our case for abolishing this scanda- 
lous interference with individual civil 
liberty.

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DESIGN DETAILS 


By « DOMUS.” 
€.—DORMER WINDOWS. 


PorMER windows fall into two main 
kinds, namely, those that rise from the 
external wall face, and those that rest 
upon a pitched roof well above an eaves 
level. Infinite variety is found in both 
kinds, for the dormer window has always 
been among those details which the archi- 
tect likes to handle ‘ playfully ’ when 
playfulness is justified. If we consider 
the main composition of fagade design we 
shall see why certain treatments of dormer 
windows seem so pleasantly “right.” 
Broadly speaking, the roof over a house 
dominates or is secondary to the walling. 
When the roof dominates, its large ex- 
panse may very well be punctuated with 
dormers to admit light to rooms within 
the roof space. When the roof is secon- 
dary, however, we hope to find the rooms 
below eaves level, except, perhaps, for a 
loft or tank room (preferably lighted from 
a gable wall if the roof pitch is shallow). 
The house that is dominated by its roof 
will usually have one of a steep pitch or of 
mansard type. On the other hand, the 
house whose roof is secondary to its wall-

ing may have @ parapet (rather than an 
eaves) and a flat or low-pitched roof. 
Dormers seldom look well on a shallow 
roof; they seem logical and comfortable on 
a steep one. 
Except for those dormers whose design 
makes them strong accents in themselves, 
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FIG, |. 


good examples are closely part of roofing 
itself. In England the dormer window has 
never ‘beena. detail: for the. extravagant 
handling, found on many French:. ‘and 
Italian examples. These are often-features 
of astonishing interest. They may be en- 
tirely sculptural and symbolical, or merely 
elaborate in a way that is typical of the 
Baroque period. Fig. 1 shows a stone 
example from Fontainebleau. This-is by 
no means as ornate as Many dormers in 
Paris, but it affords a comparison with 
the typically English dormers illustrated. 
Those in Fig. 2 are modest in themselves 
but dominant in the composition seen 
here. Their-introduction into this pair of 
cottages has afforded the thatcher an un- 
usual problem which he has managed 
well. The Cotswold dormer (Fig. 3a) 
is a beautiful example sitting snugly. on 
a well-pitched and extensive stone-slated 
roof. The window is clothed in the same 
material and appears very much part of 
the whole. Though the stone slates are 
more rugged than plain tiles, they are 


used here with careful refinement, and ~ 


the beauty of this dormer, as a whole, lies 
as much in its subtle eaves projections 
and slated gablet as in its main propor- 
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tions. That shown in Fig. 3b has excel- 
lent. proportion, too, but its windows look 
a little detached from gable and cheeks. 

The dormers in Figs. 4a and 4b afford a 
comparison with Figs. 2, 3a and 3b. 
Both are on well-pitched roofs, yet neither 
has much to commend it. That shown in 
Fig. 4a appears to be crushed_ by its roof 
which, because of the ugly sHape of this 
window, makes a gauche line wholly un- 
suited to thatching. The specimen in 
Fig. 4b lacks the lovely main proportions 
of those in Figs. 3a and 3b, and seems to 
** pop out of,” rather than to sit sweetly on 
the roof. A gable finish would provide a

better brow over its high eyes. The eaves” 
finish here seems too slight for the win- 
dow’s bulk. 

In the design of cottages and smal? 
houses, dormer windows can be used very 
successfully to enable the long, low pro- 
portions, so much valued in informal 
domestic designs, to be obtained, where 
normal first-floor windows would compel 
an eaves height which accords badly with 
a fagade’s length. The cottage in Fig. 5 is. 
an East Anglian example from Norfolk, 
showing three trunk-lift dormers. By using 
them the total height of this small dwell- 
ing has been kept to a reasonable mini- 
mum. The windows, in this case, do not 
overwhelm the roof. 

Dormer windows need not always be 
free-standing. Fig. 6 shows a delightful 
variant designed by Messrs. Louis de

Soissons and Kenyon at Welwyn Garden 
City. This stack-dormer is wholly admir- 
able in that it ties the chimney stack to 
the roof besides giving light to an attic 
room. The offset on the stack with ‘its 
pantile capping is most happily managed. 
It affords a satisfying link between stack 
and roof. 

Many of the larger English houses of 
the 18th century: have dormer windows 
whose design echoes the rather special 
features peculiar to such homes. For 
instance, the little lead-roofed dormers, 


faced with white-painted wood cornices . 


(curved or straight), are complementary 
to the fagade, capped witha fine wooden 
cornice and parapet course. 

Fig. 7 shows another type which is 
essentially “ right ”’ on the large formal 
(rather than the small or cottage) home. 
It arrests attention because of its amusing 
shape and its “‘ conscious ” design. Never- 
theless it demonstrates that when a 
dormer window is not designed intention- 
ally to merge with roofing, then it had 
better stand out as a frank contrast. That 
is why dormers of this type can be just as 
excellent as the most modest ones that 
seem so much part of roofing itself. The 
dormers which fail to appear “ right ”’ are 
wavering between the two extremes, seem- 
ing to ask us to put them in one of the 
two categories. 

In addition to the many kinds of dormer, 
with all the attendant subtleties connec- 
ted with its successful design, such as its 
eaves, its gable or hipped roof, its verge 
finish or its valley, the window itself must 
be a pleasant element for the whole de- 
sign to be satisfactory. Not only should 
this be well proportioned but care should 
be taken with the scale and shape of its

panes. The left-hand window in Fig. 2 is 
most admirable in this way, and that in 
Fig. 7 is equally good. In Fig. 2 we see 
the value of light-coloured glazing bars, 
which are always preferable to dark ones. 
In both cases the proportions of the win- 
dow panes seem just rightly related to 
that of the whole window. On the other 
hand, the panes in the dormers in Figs. 4a 
and 4b do not convince. 

Someone has said that the roof is the 
crowning glory of the architect’s work. 
Whether we belong to the ‘‘ school ” which 
discards the pitched roof or not, many 
clients and many estates still demand 
it to-day. When this is to be punctuated 
by tiled dormer windows, it is our duty to 
make the roof a thing of all the greater 
glory by designing dormers that will be 
worthy of their setting and in harmony 
with its fine materials.

AN A.A. EXHIBITION. 
WATER COLOURS AND ETCHINGS. 


An exhibition of water colours, etch- 
ings and drawings by A.A. members is 
new on view at 34-36, Bedford-square. The 
exhibits generally have a free and direct 
style, suggesting outdoor work, and sub- 
jects and mediums are varied. Amongst 
exhibits we recognise the older practised 
hands, whose work is in ‘distinct contrast 
to the younger impressionistic school. 
We think in some cases, where form alone 
is suggested, it should be more accurate. 
Amongst the drawings we liked was Mr. 
Julian Leathart’s “ Old Northamptonshire 
Mill” (No. 90), a crayon drawing slightly 
washed with colour. This is freely and 
broadly treated. Mr. Max Hofler’s 
‘Rye ” (No. 23) is a water colour of this 
picturesque old town, pleasant in its 
colour and light and shade. “ Robin 
Hood’s Bay ” (No. 22), by the same artist, 
is a pencil drawing lightly washed in 
colour, conveying the character and pic 
turesque grouping of the old houses. Mr. 
P. J. Westwood’s crayon drawing ‘‘ Water- 
gate-walk, W.C.2” (No. 39), is a drawing 
of much quality and tone, an unusual 
view showing the Watergate with Shell-

PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS. — 


THE opening meeting of session 1937-8 of 
the Architectural Association was held at 
Bedford-square on Tuesday evening, when 
Mr. L. H. Bucknell, F.R.I.B.A., gave his 
presidential address, taking for his subject 
“‘ Industrial Architecture.” Mr. Verner 
O. Rees, F.R.I.B.A. (Vice-President), was 
in the chair. 


_ The President said there had been a change 
in the mental outlook of the architect with 
regard to industrial buildings. A time had 
been when the architect regarded such work 
as not within his scope, while the industrialist 
regarded the architect as part artist, part busi- 


ness man, who could not be sufficiently prac- - 


tical to deal with the problems of purely utili- 
tarian building, We had seen the result of 
the nineteenth and early twentieth centuries, 
the earlier work dark, unhealthy and incon- 
venient, and the later burdened with architec- 
tural excrescences; and we had arrived ata 
clearer view of the method of approach to the 
industrial problem, recognising the importance 
and far-reaching influence of industrial work. 
Many industrialists had realised their. great 
responsibilities, and their works had become 
cheerful places; but others had not been so 
progressive. 

“* All this,”’ the speaker proceeded, “‘ is very 
general, and the industrialist may ask ‘ Where 
exactly does the architect come in, and what 
really is his outlook on industry and its build- 
ings?’ As I see it, it is a practical, imagina- 
tive outlook, starting from the beginning and 
building up to the ultimate conception from 
the necessities of the case. The architect will 
want to know first of all the whole of the pro- 
cess of manufacture. This surprises many 


employers, who say, ‘ You put up the build- - 


ing, we will give you the floor sizes and 
heights, etc., and then we will fit in our 
machinery.’ But this is putting the cart be- 
fore the horse. The architect is asked to de- 
sign something without any ‘significance or 
meaning, and is almost certain to produce a 
shell without convenience, economy or of any 
real archifectural quality. He really wants to 
know what is going to happen. e knows 
that, to some extent, a factory is somewhat 
similar to a sausage machine. Things go in 
at one end and come out at the other, havin 
been through, sometimes, many complicate 
processes, but that is not enough. The 
machine is often a fine machine, and worthy of 
a fine enclosure, and if the architect is to pro- 
duce the appropriate clothing he must know 
all the facts. 

‘Industrial architecture must be approached 
with an open mind. The architect must have 
no preconceived ideas of form and style. The 
factory is not a building in which machinery 
is installed, but a building which grows from 
the necessity and form of the machinery. The 
building is the skin to protect. the machine 
and the worker. Although industrial build- 
ing covers a very wide field, the principal unit 
is the factory. The requirements vary con- 
siderably, and can be met only by close co- 
operation between the architect, the employer, 
and his various departmental representatives. 
But, generally, in any system of production 
the flow must be continuous from the reception 
of the raw materials to the place of dispatch. 

‘* Many factories will contain the following 
units :—(1) Administrative offices; (2) the 
factory proper, including reception and storage 
of raw materials, preparations processes, finish- 
ing processes, ona sometimes by-product pro- 
cesses, storage and dispatch. of the firlished 
product, also research and testing laboratories ; 
(3) the power plant ; (4) welfare centre, includ- 
ing first-aid and ambulance services, and (5) 
means of recreation for the staff, mess-rooms 
and canteens. 

“ The sr of site may occasionally be the 
concern of the architect, and is influenced by 
the ease of transport and the accessibility of 
workers. The bearing strength of the soil 
may considerably affect the building cost, but. 
the condition of very weak soil may easily be 
outweighed by the convenience of transport. 
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The type of structure and the materials used 
will depend upon the position of the factory 
and effect of by-laws. “In some places a steel 
skeleton covered with thin sheeting may be 
possible, in others the more solid construction 
of the L.C.C. code of practice may be required. 
Whether the wall of sufficient thickness to ex- 
clude wet and cold is a better capital outlay 
than the thin wall with the consequent higher 
heating cost is a matter for research. 

“IT think it is desirable to use such mate- 
rials as will minimise the cost of upkeep. 
The minimum capital outlay may mean the 
maximum cost of upkeep, but of course 
it depends upon the purpose of the building. 
Generally, finishings should be smooth and 
simple, and such things as ledges should be 
avoided to prevent the collection of dust. 
Materials must be studied in relation to the 
process both for wear and, sometimes, for 
chemical action, as in breweries and processes 
involving the use of sugar. I have found 
sugar a most tiresome material for which to 
eneseys the ideal floor to resist boiling 
iquid and chemical action. 

‘‘ Many of the new materials need serious 
examination in relation to the claims made 
for them. A long period guarantee is not a 
test. You need to be sure also that the firm 
will last as long as the guarantee. Laboratory 
tests do not always tell the whole story; 
although they may be true tests of the mate- 
rial, they are not always tests of the material 
as applied to building. The impermeability 
and insulation value of a_ thin sheet 
covering may be -excellent, but the labo- 
ratory test will not allow for the lack of 
cohesion in a lapped joint. 

‘‘The choice of flooring material does not 
depend always upon durability; in the case 
of manufacture involving the use of fine 
and costly tools it may be more economical 
to use a soft floor, perhaps needing constant 
repair, than to bear the expense of damage 
done to dropped tools. 

“‘In building a factory ample permanent 
fixings should form part of the structure, to 
avoid unsightly damage. This involves con- 
siderable co-operation and planning in_ the 
early stages, but it is well worth the labour 
to obtain a clean and tidy job. Holes should 
be left in walls and floors to avoid cutting. 
A workman usually makes a 9-in. hole to 
take a 2-in. pipe, and if reinforcing bars are 
in the way, it is just unfortunate. I think 
that wherever possible all main services 
should be grouped and exposed, and that 
ample tees should be provided to avoid waste 
of time and dislocation of work when new 
connections are required. I think, too, it is 
a good idea to paint all services in different 
colours, with indication boards near the 
main runs so that any service may be easily 
traced. It is advisable to consult the paint 
manufacturer about the best paint to use. 
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Ventilation, heating, lighting and fire pre 
cautions, the President concluded, were a 
specialist’s job, Air should be kept in move. 
ment to avoid fatigue. Cool, dry air was 
better than hot, damp air, and there should 
be some diversion of temperature, For normal 
working’ conditions air should be changed 
six times per hour. The type of heating mug 
be dependent upon the requirements of each 
particular case. Whether unit heaters, radia. 
tors, pipe lines or plenum was best could no} 
be stated as a general ruling, but it was 
important that economy of running gos 
should be considered. “Good lighting was 
essential. Intensity of light might vary from 
three foot candle power for rough work y 
to fifty for very fine work. The light should be 
reasonably uniform and constant, and 4 
arranged as to avoid glare and harmfyl 
shadows, Good natural lighting ‘was gene. 
rally required, ~but the all-glass factory was 
not necessarily the solution to this problem 
baconee many processes demanded wall sur. 
ace. 

Apart from buildings connected with the 
process of manufacture, there were many 
needs of the workers to be met, such as first. 
aid and ambulance rooms—generally in charge 
of a qualified nurse, with a room for the 
doctor, rest rooms and waiting rooms for the 
patients. Other requirements included a 
mess room and canteen. These might include 
dining rooms for heads of departments, for 
clerical staff and separate men’s and women’s 
canteens; and the last two might be sub- 
divided into sections for those taking the 
general canteen meal and those bringing food 
to be prepared or warmed up. 

An exhibition of forty-three lantern slides 
followed. These included the Van Nelle 
tobacco factory at Rotterdam, by Brinkman 
and Van der Vlugt, which Mr. Bucknell 
thought one of the finest industrial buildings. 

The next slide showed an aluminium factory 
by Reinhardt at Averstad, Sweden. This was 
described as an interesting example of steel 
frame and corrugated sheeting. 

The Siemens-Schukert factory at Berlin, by 
Hertlein, was praised as a good example of 
straightforward brick and steel frame design. 

Among British buildings shown was that 
at Hay’s Wharf, by Mr. Goodhart-Rendel, 
which Mr, Bucknell thought particularly 
interesting for its quayside character; Boot’s 
factory at Beeston—‘‘ an excellent work by 
Sir Owen Williams in reinforced concrete and 
glass ’’—and the Oxford University Press 
Warehouse. This work, by Messrs. Stanley 
Hall and Easton & Robertson, Mr. Bucknell 
said, possessed a charm not usually associated 
with warehouses. 


Discussion. : 
Mr. A. B. Knapp-Fisher, F.R.1.B.A., said 
the President had shown a sane and commot- 
sense outlook. There was only one archi- 
tecture, though there was a diversity of build- 
ings. He (the speaker) was tired of having 
it rammed down his throat that architecture 
was functional and the building must be fit 
for its purpose.

Tuis new library for the University ° 
College of Swansea is the outcome of 


a competition decided in the autumn of 
1934, in which six architects in Wales 
and six architects outside the Principality 
were invited to submit designs. The 
competition was assessed by Mr. W. G. 
Newton, M.A., F.R.I.B.A., and the win- 
ning design by Mr. Verner. O. Rees, 
F.R.1I.B.A., was illustrated in The Builder 
for December 14, 1934. 


In addition to submitting designs for a 
library building, the competitors were 
required to indicate on a block plan their 
proposals for the planning of the whole 


of the available site in front of the’ 


science laboratories, the schemes to 
include an assembly hall and a building 
or buildings for the Faculty of Arts. The 
purpose of the block plan was to indicate 
generally the suggested line of future 
development, and to ensure that the 
library would be built as part of a 
complete whole. 


Requirements for Accommodation. 

The principal requirements for accom- 
modation were: (1) Reading-room to seat 
150 readers; (2) open steel shelving in the 
reading-room to cover all available wall 
space; (3) gallery with similar tiers of 
wall cases; (4) card catalogues adjacent 
te issue desk; (5) 5 seminar rooms; (6) 
stack-room. for 100,000 volumes; (7) 
librarian, cataloguing, workshop, etc.; 
and (8) entrance-hall and cloaks, etc. 


The original competition design was 
amended so that the stack-room might in 
the future hold 160,000 volumes on two 
floors. This room has now been arranged 
so as to give accommodation for 70,000 
books, in the first place, and three subse- 
quent extensions can be effected in the 
future, each giving shelf space for about 
30,000 books. 20,000 volumes are housed 
on the ground floor..and gallery of the 
reading-room. The original design was 
also altered to allow for the installation 
of a mechanical stoker and bunker space 
which entailed the lowering of the boiler- 
room by 10 ft. The original cube was 
377,000 cu. ft. The contents as built are 
435,000 cu. ft. 


Messrs. E. Turner and Sons, of Cardiff, 
were appointed general contractors in 
October, 1935, for the contract sum of 
£34,280 for the building complete, but 
without movable furniture. 
an average cost of about 1s. 7d. per ft. 
cube, but local cireumstances are special, 
and this figure should not be taken as a 
guide to the cost of a similar building 
to-day. 


The Site and Lay-out. : 

The site. is in Singleton Park, which is 
on the western outskirts of Swansea. 
Singleton Abbey, the “ Strawberry Hill 
Gothic ” residence of Lord Swansea, and 
its grounds were bought by the Corpora- 
tion. The grounds are utilised as a 
public park, and’ a considerable area -of 
land was presented to University College. 
The Abbey is used as the administration 
centre, and the new building is linked up 
with it by steps and terraces. The site is 
attractive, well wooded, and slopes down- 
wards towards Swansea Bay, from which 
it is divided by a belt of frees and the 


coast road. 
- Work was begun in October, 1935, on a 
site the soil of which consisted of clay 
with large boulders. The excavations 
proved difficult owing to the large 
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quantities of water flowing downwards 
from. the hill behind. It was found 
necessary finally to insert a large surface- 
water drain to relieve strong water 
pressure. 

The whole building is in reinforced con- 
crete, with the exception of the outer 
walls to the seminar rooms. The reading- 
room is constructed with trusses of 40-ft. 
span carrying the coffered concrete ceil- 
ing 30 ft. above the floor. The upper part 
is designed as a continuous clerestory, 
as in the traditional examples of St. 
Genevieve in Paris, Boston Library and 
Cambridge University Library. 


Internal Structural Elements. 

All the internal structural concrete to 
trusses and ceiling is everywhere exposed 
to view and is formed of local Pennant 
stone graded from 3 in. to 4 in. mixed 
with ‘‘Snowcrete”’ and ‘‘ Abercrete ” 
cements in proportions of 1:2. Its polish- 
ing proved very difficult as the carborun- 
dum dises could obtain no grip on the 
concrete surface, which had been speci- 
ally cast. It would have been easier had 
rough boarding been used. After the 
polishing of the internal concrete surfaces 
it was found that the aggregate scarcely 
showed at all owing to a film of fine dust 
which it seemed impossible to wash away 
with water. A solution of silicate of soda 
(liquid) with water in the proportions 
of 1:4 was finally adopted and several 
washes were given. This has formed a 
slight transparent and colourless film and 
has brought out the warious tones of the 
special aggregate. A scheme of shutters 
specially made which would allow the 
special aggregate to be filled in about 
1 in. thick and permit the ordinary 
aggregate to be placed in the centre of the 


.ribs, proved too complicated for the par- 
' tieular conditions of this work,so that the 


ribs are wholly in the aggregate described 
above. The concrete ceiling of the 
reading-room, arranged in large splayed 
coffers, has a thickness in ‘places of only 
44 in) On this screeding has been placed, 
varying from 1 in. at the sides to 4 in. at 
the centre, l-in. asphalt and 24 in. of 
vibrated concrete tiles to protect the 
ceiling concrete against .extremes of 
outside temperature. 


External Facings. - 

The building externally is faced with 
23-in. Buff bricks worked four courses to 
13 in., giving 3-in. joints, which in lime 
mortar have proved quite successful. The 
bricks are of a hard stoneware-like clay, 
which reacted well to tests by the Build- 
ing Research Station for crystallisation, 


freezing and efflorescence. No efflores. 
cence at all has. been seen, due in some 
part to the use of hydrated lime. As it 
was seen-that water came through 13-in. 
walls of hard brickwork in an important 
building in Portland cement in Swansea, 
the walls here are 13}-in. brick in a lime 
mortar, with a 5-in. cavity and 3-in. 
internal tile partition on which the 
plastering to rooms was applied or 
against which metal stacks were placed. 
The building is very exposed to wind 
and rain from the sea, and there are 
frequent fine mists carrying water. 


The Portland stone dressings were 
worked and fixed by the contractors, and 
where butting against concrete they have 
been coated on the inside with ‘‘ Syntha- 
proof’’ against cement stains. The 
parapets are 13}-in. brick with 5-in. air 
space and 4$-in: brick lining which has 
been waterproofed inside. This construc- 
tion, it is hoped, will prevent the differ- 
ences in colour of brickwork so often 
seen. The whole building is asphalt 
tanked. 

The warming of the reading-room is by 
means of coil pipes over the entire area 
of the floor, bedded in 5 in. of screed on 
which have been laid 1}-in. teak strips. 
“ Finned ” pipes have been carried under 
the clerestory behind a splayed capping 
on top of the upper stacks as a pre- 
caution against down draught. Metal 
shelving throughout has been stove 
enamelled a royal blue colour. 


The readers’ tables have been designed 
on the model that may be seen at the 
London School of Economics and else 
where, by which the table lighting is not 
visible.

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MATERNITY HOME AND CLINIC, PARSONS GREEN, FOR 


Tse following description of these buildings is taken from 
an account by Mr. A. F. Holden, M.Inst.C.E., M.I.M. and C.E., 
Borough Engineer and Surveyor :—. 

The site of the new Maternity Home and Clinic at Nos. 5 and 
7, Parsons Green, formerly occupied by a home and school for 
girls, was acquired by the Council at a cost of £8,450. Con- 
siderable difficulty was experienced by the Council in obtaining 


a site for the new building, and the exercise of careful con-. 


sideration and thought was necessary in preparing the plan to 
obtain the best results on the site. The site has an area of 
approximately three-quarters of an acre, with a frontage of 90 ft. 
to Parsons Green. 

The buildings are arranged in three 3-storey blocks connected 
at each floor a ‘wide corridors. The child welfare clinic and 
ante-natal wa: are planned on the ground floor, maternity 
wards and nursery on the middle floor, and the staff quarters 
and main kitchen on the top floor. An isolation unit is also 
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provided on the ground floor, whilst accommodation for the 
caretaker is provided on the flat roof above the second floor. 
The building is well set back from the road, and _ separate 
approaches and entrances are arranged for the clinic and 
maternity home respectively. 

The building is of modern design, the front block being faced 
with golden brown facings dnd other elevations with stocks, 


‘ relieved with dark red brick and terra cotta bands and dark 


red plinth. The borough coat of arms and an ornamental brick 
flower-box form features in the main elevation. The front 


-forecourt is laid out as a lawn with flower-beds; other flower- 


beds,. shrubs and trees are planted in the building surrounds, 
and a large area in the rear is being reserved for a kitchen 
garden. 

A main staircase is provided leading from the entrance vestibule 


‘ of the maternity home on the ground floor, and from this vesti- 


bule a stretcher bed lift serves the maternity home and nurses’ 
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quarters on the top floor. A secondary staircase for staff and 
service is provided in the rear of the building in conjunction 
with a service lift serving all floors. Each of the staircases 
extends to the flat roof. ge, 

Grounp FLoor.—The main entrance to the clinic leads directly 
into a large waiting hall (which will also serve as a lecture hall) 
giving access to ante-natal and minor ailment rooms, com- 
municating with separate doctors’ consulting rooms. The dis- 

nsary ‘or the distribution of babies’ foods and the patients’ 
Raiéries are arranged at the opposite end of the waiting hall. 
A covered way leads from the vestibule to a large pram shelter 
at the side of the main rtp 2 A small kitchen, test and 
specimen room, vffice and staff lavatories open off the corridor 
connecting the front and middle blocks. 

The middle block contains the dental and light treatment 
section and health visitors’ room. The dental surgery, which is 
large enough to take a second chair, is fitted with work bench 
a4 large sink. Two recovery rooms open off the surgery, fitted 
with low basins for the patients’ use and recovery couches. A 
secondary means of egress has been provided for out oing 
patients. The light treatment centre planned in this block 
provides for ultra-violet and infra-red ray treatment, and has a 
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collective treatment room, two treatment cubieles, waiting-room 
with dressing cubicles, lavatories; shower, nurses’ room and office. 

The ante-natal section is planned in the rear block on the 
ground floor, separated from the clinic by swing doors, and has 
ie bed-wards, ward-kitchen, sink-aint attics rooms, lavatories, 
ete. : 
The isolation unit is self-contained on the ground floor with 

easy communication from. the main corridor, but completely 
isolated from the rest of the building by an open lobby, The 
accommodation consists of a one-bed isolation ward, sash Wichen, 
- sink-and-sluice room, nurses’ bedroom and necessary sanitary 
accommodation. 

First Fioor.—The whole of the accommodation on the first 
floor is taken up by the maternity home, with reception room, 
opening off the d-floor entrance vestibule. Two labour 
wards are planned in the front block, with adjoining sterilising 
room, sink-and-sluice room. One of the labour wards is fitted 
with a shadowless operating ong & The clinical laboratory, 
matron’s office, night nursery and ‘babies’ bathroom are also in 
this block, Casement doors lead from the night nursery to a 
flat roof over the clinic entrance, where babies’ cgts can be 
accommodated in fine weather. 

The middle block contains two six- and two two-bed wards 
with -ward-kitchens, sink-and-sluice rooms, etc. Double casement 
‘doors lead from each of the wards in this block to wide sun 
balconies. The rear block contains two two-bed wards, ward- 
kitchen, sink-and-sluice room, patients’ bathroom, lavatories, 
sewing room and servery room. 

Seconp Fioor.—The staff quarters are all planned on the 
second floor. The front block contains private suites for resi- 
dent doctor and matron, also sitting rooms and bedrooms for 
assistant matron and sisters. Accommodation for the nurses is 
provided in the middle block, with staff dining and sitting 
rooms, whilst the domestic staff have accommodation in the rear 
hlock. The staff bedrooms are equipped with built-in fitted 
wardrobes, with large dressing mirrors and washhand basins. 

Services.—The heating of the building is entirely by elec- 
tricity, being carried out by the electric thermal storage method. 
supplying hot water to Ideal radiators. The temperature of 
the building is maintained constant irrespective of the outside 
temperature by means of an automatic varioste+. The whole of 
this plant is situated in the basement and includes three 
electrode hot-water boilers and two 8,000-gallon thermal storage 
vessels, together with the necessary auxiliaries. In addition, the 
whole of the domestic hot-water requirements of the maternity 
home are served ‘by electricity, the hot water being heated in- 
directly from the main heating plant, two storage calorifiers 
of 1,680 gallons being provided, each with a water to water 
battery. The whole of this plant is entirely automatic, requires 
no labour attendance, and should contribute largely to the 
cleanliness of the building. Mention should also be made of an 
electrical ozone apparatus for purifying the air. 

The main kitchen, situated in the rear block on the second floor, 
is again electric. and has been planned on the most modern 
labour-saving system, the whole equipment being of vitreous 
enamel finish for ease of cleaning, and planned to give the 
minimum amount of movement of personnel in carrying out 
cooking operations. An electric food lift is provided to each floor 
from the kitchen and an electrically-heated trolley for conveying 
food from one part of the building to another. Electric lighting 
is provided throughout the building, with a secondary system of 
lighting in case of emergency An interesting feature is the 
combined. bed-head fitting for each patient, which gives a 
reading light, a luminous call system, wireless headphones, and 
a doctor's inspection lamp, all combined in one neat fitting over 
each bed. Other services embrace automatic telephones, fire 
alarm system, electric sterilisers, ete. 

GENERAL.—Special attention has been given to window lighting 
and ventilation, and a specially balanced type of window has 
been adopted for the wards. The floor and internal wall 
surfaces have received careful. consideration, and coloured 
asphalt has been adopted mainly for corridors and sanitary 
rooms on the ground and first floors, and apart from certain 
sitting-rooms, which have been laid with wood blocks, the 
remainder of the floors are finished with linoleum. The walls are 
plastered and painted throughout, except labour wards, kitchens 
and sanitary rooms, which have tiled dados. Sound insulating 
partitions have been provided to the. wards and doctors’ con- 
sulting rooms, and special attention has been paid to this ques- 
tion in the labour wards. The ceilings in the corridors to the 
maternity home have also been treated with sound-absorbing 
material. The flat roof over the building will be available as 
a roof court for the staff. 

The architect for the scheme is Mr. A. F. Holden, M.Inst.C.E., + 
Borough Engineer and Surveyor, assisted by Mr. E. A. H. 
MacDonald, A.R.I.B.A., assistant architect, and valuable 
assistance has also been rendered by other members of tho 
architectural staff. 

The electrical installation has been carried out by Mr. W, C. 
Parker, A.M.I.E.E., Borough Electrical Engineer, assisted by 
Mr. A. V. Mathias, A.M.I.E.E. Messrs. Albion T. Snell and 
Partners were the consulting engineers for the thermal storage, 
heating and hot-water installations. The bills of quantities were 
prepared by Messrs. C. E. Ball and Partners, and the general 
contractors were Messrs. W. J. Marston and Son, of Fulham, 
whose accepted tender was £39,885. Mr. C. E. Cullen acted as 
clerk of works.

Construction, MATERIALS AND

cu. ft. = £82,780. Garden lay-out 
accounts for a further £8,000.

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A paren, under the title of “A Study 
of the Ucderground Road Crossings of 
Paris,” was read by M. Gaston Bardet

Creating satellite 
cities of overflow, the metropolis being not 
convenient for habitation, is to solve 
“definitely the social problem and, perhaps 
‘even more, the problem of morality.

being having its own functions, differing much 
more in kind than in magnitude from those 
of ordinary cities. A capital, in fact, owes 
its importance politically, economically, 
socially and spiritually, not so much to the 
exaggerated agglomeration of humanity impli- 
cated, as to the reunion, on a restricted area, 
of the élite of active and representative 
citizens of the country. Paris, which pro- 
duced the salons of the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries, characterised in classic 
times by public promenades, can only survive 
through personal gatherings, face to face com- 
munion of the finest intellects. 


At present Paris is becoming almost 
impossible to utilise as such a centre of 
intellectual exchanges. Should this centre be 
razed down and be reconstructed as a city of 
skyscrapers, as proposed by the Swiss archi- 
tect, Le Corbusier? No one, having felt the 
influence of Descartes, could entertain such 
an idea; the centre is in existence, it must 
‘be preserved by adapting it, increasing its 
capacity, both in height and in depth; one 
must work out a complete urban regrouping, 
within the bounds of each block of houses. 
One must not be satisfied with such palliatives 
as would supply a remodelling of street lines. 
Outside of such efforts, the results of which 
will be felt gradually, one must at once study 
the problems of rapid intercommunication. 


Thirty years have passed since Eugéne 
Henard, the town-planning pioneer, to whom 
we owe.the principles of gyratory circulation, 
prophesied thus: ‘“* The facili of the 
exchanges, material and intellectual, is forced 
upon us by a necessity of the first rank; the 
establishment of a rational system of circula- 
tion becomes one of the most important 
factors of public wealth.’’ Although his ideas 
referred only to horse-drawn traffic, he had 
foreseen. that the circulation, after a sudden 
increase of speed due to the advent of the 
motor-car, would rapidly stop short at a 
figure ridiculously incommensurate with the 
a of power, owing to the: unsuit- 
able roads in existence. Mechanical circula- 
tion, in its actual. form, which should have 
given new life to our. towns, has led only to 
cachexy. general circulation is the 
resultant of various kinds of traffic, differing 
both in quantity and quality.

This is a mistake, 
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more so evew from the social and strategic 
point of view than from the point of view 
of traffic circulation. The result is that these 
lorries come down on to the roadway, forever 
increasing in size, gauge and numbers with 
the shortening of the working day, and 
often attaining 3 tons, without counting the 
trailer. This hea traffic, difficult to 
manceuvre, awkward in a line of traffic, slow 
moving, without speaking of its destructive 
action on the streets themselves, and the 
trepidation caused to the neighbouring build- 
ings, constitutes not only a disturbance, but a 
danger to all smaller vehicles. Industrial 
circulation is constant, principally transversal, 
and its present convergence is only due to 
the absence of by-pass roads in the Parisian 


system. We shall study a means of ridding

ourselves radically of this undesirable type. 
The problems of great city traffic consist of 
either reaching the business centre or of 
avoiding it. On the other hand, if we con- 
sider each roadway separately, we know that 
it should circulate some 1,500 to 2,000 cars per 
hour, corresponding to approximately 600 to 
800 cars per yard width of roadway. This 
efficiency renders necessary a circulation 
which should not be interrupted by over- 


taking stationary cars or crossings, and we 
are therefore led to the problem of avoiding 
traffic. Roundabouts would not solve the 


present-day problem, and one must call upon 
the third dimension. We have been used to 
considering circulation problems as _ being 
solved by plane geometry. Let us now try 
space geometry ! 

There are two answers to the problem : 
(1) Overground means of access are very 
popular in America, and perfect for new 
cities or satellite cities. Sometimes suggested 
for Paris, they are not worth considering from 
the esthetic point of view. = 

(2) It therefore remains that for cities such 
as Paris, which are eager not to be deprived 
of their beauty, underground means of access 
are indicated. Roads can be built at all 
depths and cross ene another at different 
levels, thus penetrating to the business centre 
and avoiding at the same time all traffic. 
Such roads possess the elasticity of working 
qualities which are essential to the solving of 
city traffic problems. : 

The City of Paris lacks at the present time 
converging roads of sufficient penetration and 
almost entirely transverse roads. Fig. 1 
shows it quite clearly. Radial roads are too 
often interrupted before reaching the circle 
formed by the great boulevards. The means 
of avoiding heavy transport consist only of 
rings, which should not be more than pleasure 
walks, by the embankments of the River 
Seine, and of the St. Martin Canal. In the 
business centre, bounded by the railway 
stations circle—where stand nearly “all the 
trade and financial firms, the theatre world, 
the University, as well as all the great 
national institutions—the lack of such means 
of access has led to a limitation of the hours 
of economical circulation, resulting in a slow- 
ing up of all exchanges. In view of such 
facts, it has been décided to carry out a first 
series of schemes, which are no doubt interest- 
ing, but quite inadequate. sr: 

The town planning scheme of the Parisian 
region has been inspired by ideas from 
Haussmann and Alphand, and consists in 
transforming. the modest way along the 
fortifications belt of 1841>into a large circular 
boulevard. This boulevard has a total maxi- 
mum. width of 132 ft..(the roadway being 
45 ft. to 50 ft. wide) and constitutes an 
important means of avoiding traffic and 
allowing slow, heavy or hurried vehicles all 
to travel round Paris instead of crossing it. 
Unfortunately, this circular road crosses all 
the radial roads and railways from the centre 
of the town, and one cannot help being sorry 
that a circular road, which would have been 
so easy to construct at a lower level, by 
making use of the dry moats of the old 
To. correct 
this lack of foresight, the City. of Paris 
endeavours by means of perfect technique to 
avoid all dangerous ang slowing-down 


In addi ition to a number of high-level cross- 
ings, it has been contemplated constructing 
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numerous subways for cars, thus avoidin 
crossings between the circular boulevard an 
the radial means of exit of the town. 
Instances may be found at the Dauphine, 
Maillot, Champerret-Courcelles, Clichy, 
Clignancourt, La Chapelle, La Villette and 
the Italy Gates. 


The subway of the Dauphine Gate (Figs. 2a 
and 2b) was built to avoid a blockage of 
traffic at the crossing of the Avenue Foch and 
the Boulevard Lannes, particularly. on race 
meeting days at the Longchamp Course. This 
subway for cars has a total length of 814 ft. 
and is provided with two access slopes 350 ft. 
and 332 ft. long. respectively, with a slope 
of 6 per cent. e total.width of the subway 
is 44 ft., so as to enable a roadway of 39 ft. 
with two service footpaths each having a 
width of 2 ft. 6 in. The thickness of the 
vault is 30 in. at the crown. The intrados 
assumes the shape of a three-centre arch, and 
the extrados that of a circular arch having a 
radius of 46 ft. The clearance above roadway 
at crown is 18 ft. The interior walls are 
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faced with glazed stoneware and the access 
ramps are surfaced with a decorative mosajc 
The work is almost entirely built in strata 
of rough limestone and marls. In view of 
these conditions and of the small loads sup 
ported by the vault, it has been possible to 
apply an economical and rapid: means of cop. 
struction. The vault. was built in open 
excavation. The excavation of the underway 
was carried out when. the vault was cop. 
pleted. The abutments were then built by 
underpinning. The vault was then concreied 
over conveniently arranged centres along tyo 
longitudinal strips leading from the haunches 
to the crown. 

It may be observed (Fig. 2b) that the 
ventilation holes which were provided in the 
middle of the tunnel create a dazzling glare 
which made worthless all the efforts of the 
light designers. Henceforth it will be advis. 
able to ventilate subways by a system of 
partitions forming. baffles, which break up 
the penetration of. the solar rays.

MODEL BY-LAWS—XV. 


By W. T. CRESWELL, K.C., assisted by 
VENTILATION OF BUILDINGS. 
Windows. 


By-taw 88 requires for the purposes of 
health that natural ventilation to every 
domestic building, that is to say, to every 
dwelling-house, shop, office building or any 
other building which is not a public building 
or a building of the warehouse class, is to be 
provided. 


A sufficient number of windows are to be 
constructed in the wall of every storey in such 
a manner and in such a position as to .afford 
an effectual means of ventilation by direct 
communication with the external air. A 
window (or windows) of every habitable room 
must have a total area not less than one-tenth 
of floor area of the room, and be so constructed 
that a total area not less than one-twentieth of 
the floor area of the room may be opened, and 
so that, to the extent of this requirement, the 
windows can be opened at the top. 

These rules'do not apply to any room used 
or adapted to be used for the lawful detention 
of any person. 


It should be noted that a window opening 
into the interior of the building, such as a 
borrowed light, is not permissible as a means 
of ventilation. 


Windows Opening to Courts. 


By-law 89 states that such a window as 
above described must not open into a court 
enclosed on every side unless the distance 
across the court, that is, the distance from the 
window to the opposite wall of the court, is 
equal to two-thirds the height as measured 
from the level of the top of the window to the 
level of the eaves or top of the parapet of the 
opposite wall. Nor must the window open 
into a court which is open on one side only, 
if the length measured from the open side 
exceeds twice the width of the court, unless 
the window opens to.the court on the side 
opposite to the open end, or unless the dis- 
tance across the court, measured as before, is 
equal to at least half the height measured as 
before described. 


Ventilation of Lowest Floors. 


By-law 90 requires that all boarded or 
hollow’ floors (not solid floors) at the lowest 
storey, shall have a clear space of at least 3 in. 
deep between the underside of the_joists and 
the cement or asphalt, or other covering of 
like material, over the area. If there is no 
such covering, then the space must be. 9 in. 
deep. Such space must be properly ventilated 
by air bricks. or other effectual method.

Ventilation of Habitable Rooms without 
Flues. 

Nowadays there is a tendency to heat 
rooms with gas or electricity and consequently 
to omit the chimney flue of the o 
and more wholesome fireplace. By-law 9 
provides that’ in such cases, in addition 
to the ventilation provided by a window 
or door, there must be a fanlight opening 
to a ventilated lobby or corridor, or other 
sufficient aperture or air-shaft with an. un- 
obstructed sectional area of at least 30 sq. in. 


Ventilation of Larders. 

_ A pantry or larder of a domestic building 
in which is stored perishable food, must be 
ventilated to the external air by an opening 
fitted with a fly-proof cover, or they must 
be provided with mechanical means of ven- 
tilation (By-law 92). 


Ventilation of Staircases in Buildings Divided 
into Tenements. 

By-law 93 requires that every part of a 
staircase, above the ground storey and not 
open to the external air, intended for common 
- Ls the tenements must be properly venti- 
ated. 


Dimensions of Rooms. 
y-law 94 requires every habitable room 
not eee or partly in the roof of a building 
east 8 ft. high, except beneath an 
uncovered beam or joist. When the room is 
wholly or partly in the roof, it must be 8 ft. 
high for at least one-half of the area of the 
room, the area being measured at a height 
of 5 ft. above the floor level of the room.

NOTTS, DERBY AND LINCOLN 
ARCHITECTURAL SOCIETY. 
Presidential Address. 


In his presidential address to the Notts, 
Derby and Lincoln Architectural Society, in 
Nottingham, Mr. W. G. Watkins, F.R.I.B.A.. 
said that probably the great majority of 
architects now in practice were products of 
the old pupilage system, and he thought all 
agreed that that system as a whole-time 
education was dead. 
old-fashioned enough to think that the pen- 
dulum had swung too far the other way, and 
that the system of education now given at 
fully recognised schools and which was 
separated from the actual working practice of 
an architect’s office—except for a few months’ 
attendance there during the fourth year— 
was not the ideal. The architect’s was essen- 
tially a practical and not an academic .pro- 
fession, and a study produced under studio 
conditions was very different from a working 
drawing prepared under office conditions and 
ultimately to be translated into concrete facts. 

Moreover, the business conduct of an archi- 
tect’s office was as important as the con- 
structional side, and could only be acquired 
by actual contact with working practice. 
Medical students who had attended a uni- 
versity course saw the actual work of medicine 
and surgery at the hospitals before qualifying. 
Law students who had attended a university 
must afterwards serve three years articled in 
a lawyer’s office, apprentices to mechanical 
engineering divided their time between prac- 
tical work in the shops and theory at tech- 
nical colleges, and he felt that an equally 
practical profession such as theirs should 
evolve some such compromise. 


Good Manners in Architecture. . 


Commenting on the changes which had 
taken place in architectural design, the 
speaker said: ‘‘ The modern trend of design 
in the use of new materials shows at its best 
in the employment of these materials in new 
types of structures such as bridges, bathing 
pools, seaside casinos, tube stations. ‘diving 
platforms, and so on, where a definite fresh 
need can be met by clear-cut expression. 
Here, as there is no tradition from which to 
break away, the new need and the new 
expression meet in harmony without any 
feeling of violence. But the result is not so 
satisfactory when those forms which have 
been developed from entirely new demands 
and materials are vidlently applied to types 
of buildings which we have hitherto been 
accustomed to see clothed in traditional dress. 
In these cases the break is too violent. and 
gives offence. 


- “There is no need to be violently rude in 
the process of transition. To put windows 


into the angle of a building merely because 
modern methods of construction make such 
a thing possible, and for no other reason, is 


Neveritivless, he was — 
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’ not good. architectural manners; neither is 


cutting up a fagade into a series of equal 
horizontal continuous strips. That sort of 
thing is too dangerously easy, dangerous 
because anyone can do it; it does not need 
an architect. It is true that great effort will 
not necessarily produce great results, but it 
is equally true no good work can be produced 
without effort, 

‘* A true test of a piece of good architecture 
is the test of time; another test is popular 
opinion, and I have usually found popular 
opinion to be right, as, indeed, it should be, 
for we build not for ourselves but for the 
community. Those who pay the piper may 
— oe tune, and it is not jazz they will 
ask for.”

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3 BOOK REVIEWS. 


How to Plan Your House. By Martin 8. 
Brices, F.R.I.B.A. Universities Press; 
Ltd. Price 7s. 6d. net. 

In spite of the author’s disclaimer that 
this is a text-book, it is in effect one to 
which a wide public will refer for technical 
guidance in house-building, secure in the 
knowledge that Mr. Martin S. Briggs will 
not only write fluently, but with a grasp of 
his subject and sureness of his facts. he 
book fulfils these premises, and is so well 
bound and illustrated, and at such a surpris- 
ingly low price, that its popularity seems 
well assured from the outset. 

Without deliberate intent, possibly, the 
book is first-rate propaganda for the practis- 
ing architect, showing, as it does, both in 
argument and in illustration, the sort of 
problem needing trained skill in the solving, 
which comprises the process of house-build- 
ing; entered upon, though it frequently is, 
in a most light-hearted manner. An illus- 
tration of a simpie front such a3 a house in 
Surrey by Mr. Oswald P. Milne, is one 
which must appeal to layman and architect 
alike, as the sensible conclusion of clear 
thinking in building terms, such as no un- 
trained speculative builder would attain. 

The illustrations generally are selected 
with a broad tolerance, but in all cases, 
whether modernist or traditional, there is the 
stamp of good style which marks the archi- 
tect-designed house as distinct from the 
speculative ‘‘ reach-me-down.”’ 

Of particular interest is the chapter de- 
voted to an analysis of the several rooms of 
a house, which is full of good sense and 
sound advice, clearly stated and rendered 
doubly clear by a series of illustrations by 
the author. 

This chapter is followed by another en- 
titled ‘‘ Practical Hints,’’ and this also is 
one in which architects and builders will not 
be ashamed to seek information; and the 
chapter on ‘‘ The Garage and Garden ’’ adds 
an aspect of the study of house-building 
which is too often forgotten. ; 

The enormous output of new house-build- 
ing during the past ten or fifteen years has 
had its reactions upon the property market. 
There has been a general migration from the 
substantial, old-fashioned house, with its 
poor equipment and many inconveniences, to 
the small, compact, modern house. The ex- 
change has not been an unmixed blessing, 
and many who have made it have come to 
regret the loss of spaciousness which was the 
chief virtue of the older property. We may 
expect to find a tendency towards some com- 
promise between the convenience of modern 
equipment and the comfortable elbow-room 
which was once taken for granted. In this 
field of planning the architect’s services are 
of the utmost value, and it is fitting that a 
chapter in this book should be specially de- 
voted to the subject, where it is handled with 
great perception. Such a subject cannot be 
dealt with in the same direct manner, as that 
of new house-building, but the author has 
succeeded in handling the matter in an ex- 
tremely helpful way. 

The” last’ chapter is an essential though 
deplorable commentary on our state of civi- 
lisation and deals with air-raid precautions. 
To a future generation it may seem an amus- 
ing paradox in a work dealing with the arts 
of peace, but the author must be respected 
for a proper facing up to facts. 

The Model Specification approved by the 
recently formed National House Builders 
Registration Council forms a useful appen- 
dix to the volume. ; 

We recommend to our readers this excel- 
lent addition to the library of architecture 


and building. 


" Building @ Cottage. By’ Esraun Mevnext. 


London : Chapman and Hall, Ltd. Price 

7s. 6d. 

The romance of building is not an easy 
subject to commit to print in a manner both 
convincing and entertaining. It has been 
attempted before with some success, though 
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the essential technicalities have arrested the 
movement of the story, or the story has 
interrupted pure instruction, according to 
the mood and inclination of the reader. 
Under such a self-imposed handicap the 
perfect book can hardly arrive, and it would 
be an exaggeration to describe this one in 
such terms. The most that can be said is 
that the authoress, by her sincerity and good 
humour, has made the most of a difficult 
task, and has at least exploded the super- 
stition that the client who lives on the job 
must create an architect's nightmare. 

It is frankly admitted that the technical 
intermissions have been censored by the 
architect, and for the most part these com- 
prise a very comprehensive description of the 
elementary building construction of house 
building and professional practice; but the 
purpose of..the. book. is more obviously to 
stimulate interest in the natural craftsman- 
ship of a good builder which is the chief 
motive power in domestic architecture of the 
highest class. In this it definitely succeeds. 

Through the mesh of technical censorship 
have crept a few doubtful points. One won- 
ders whether an architect of such sensibili- 
ties as this one obviously had did call for 
weather-struck pointing, or for joints as fine 
as one-quarter of an inch. One also doubts 
whether ‘‘torching’’ is the right term to 
apply to the bedding and pointing of ridge 
tiles, and whether the swept valleys, so much 
discussed, were used in the two small 
dormers where the only valleys in the job 
appear to occur, By the illustrations it does 
not appear to be so. 

From the point of view of instruction, the 
technical reader would gladly exchange plans 
of the house for a few rather wearisome dis- 
sertations on such matters as brick bond, 
especially as this is a house of cavity walls 
where honest bond hardly arises. 

These criticisms are, perhaps, ungenerous 
to a book which definitely entertains, -and 
does indeed deal. skilfully with a subject 
near to the heart of every competent domes- 
tie architect. It is also a book which could 
be safely placed in the hands of a client with 
confidence that it puts the case of client and 
architect fairly before its readers. 

The make-up, type and binding of the 
small volume are all attractive, and there is 
every evidence of the care and enthusiasm 
with which the authoress has completed a 
task she clearly enjoyed and which we can 
enjoy with her. 


Franciscan Architecture in England. By 
A. R. Martin, F.S.A. Manchester Uni- 
versity Press. 

In a severely practical generation, in which 
probably 90 per cent. of architectural publica- 
tions are directly related to contemporary 
life, the appearance of a volume of pure 
research is refreshing, especially: when 
handled in the direct and clear-minded way 
which this work on Franciscan architecture 
has assumed. ‘The subject itself is also an 
attractive one, since the coming of the Grey 
Friars to England marked a movement more 
Christian than many with which the history 
of the Medieval Church is associated. 

The simple and elemental rules of the early 
Franciscans typify also their simple archi- 
tecture and planning, and account for much 
of the instruction which their work still 
offers. 

‘Mr. Martin has approached his subject in 
the right way, by strictly limiting the scope 
of his book, in which he devotes a brief, 
though entirely adequate, introductory chap- 
ter to historical and analytical sequences, 
followed by a series of descriptive articles 
upon various Franciscan buildings in Eng- 
land—some of them little known outside 
their own neighbourhood. 

In following this plan the author has based 
his work upon conscientious research, to 
which little “‘ guesswork’’ has been added, 
popular as: it is with some antiquaries to 
give full play to an ingenious imagination. 


As a consequence, the work is peculiarly 


convincing, and is not likely to be disturbed 
by future contention.

How to Estimate. By Lzr.-Con. Jon 
Rea, R.E. Sixth Edition, revise a 
enlarged. London: B. T. Batsford Ltd 
Price 16s. net. gesiies 


Rea’s well-known book on estimating has 
been the standard work on this subject for a 
generation, and there is noz-2 other More 
complete in its treatment of an important 
subject. Even with pre-War prices quoted 
it was possible, by judicious allowances for 
subsequent increases, to obtain a very close 
idea of current. prices, and the earlier edi. 
tions have not been idle on the bookshelves 
This latest edition, revised throughout with 


up-to-date rates, and made still clearer by a 


series of line details, will be welcomed by all 
building technicians. 

Tt is indeed stimulating to take up a work 
of reference which has been compiled on such 
sound analytical lines, and it is quite clear 
that the author has devoted no small part of 
his life to the compiling of it. If any 
criticism can be fairly made to one who ob- 
viously knows more about his subject than 
any of us, it would be that some of the cubic 
rates, particularly for domestic work, seem 
a little high for approximate estimating. 
The rates are London rates, and allowances 
are suggested for country work, which, of 
course, vary very widely from district to 
district. Despite these iixiranioce, however, 
it is felt that house and cottage building can 
still be carried out’ more cheaply than is here 
suggested, while a probable tendency for 
lower costs when the rearmament programme 
is finished may create a still wider discrep- 
aney within a few years. These, however, 
are events which can hardly be foretold, and 
in any case with no certainty; so that the 
error, if any, is on the prudent side. 

A use for the book, of which sufficient 
advantage is probably not taken, is a full 
reference to the analyses of prices. The 
estimator . who followed these through in 
principle, and applied the actual rates and 
capacities of the district, would be able to 
compile a far more reliable standard-~ of 
schedule rates than he generally now uses. 
The importance of accurate and _ scientific 
estimating can hardly be exaggerated, and 


-in this work is all the—material with which 


to develop this important side of the build- 

ing trade. 

Pricing and Costing for Buildings and Public 
Works. By B. Price Davms, F.§.I. 
Cardiff: Western Mail Office. Price 2ls. 
net. 

First published in 1932, this work has been 
reprinted and issued as a second edition.

FRONTAGER’S COMPLAINT OF APPOR- 
TIONMENT OF ROAD-MAKING CHARGES 
ON GROUND OF INSUFFICIENT DETAILS. 

Smith v. The Birkenhead Corporation. 

In this case Mrs. M. C. Smith, the owner 
of ‘‘ The Homestead,’’ Upland-road,. Upton, 
Birkenhead, appealed from a decision of the 
Justices of Birkenhead holding that the pro- 
visional apportionment served on the appel- 
lant was sufficient to comply with the 
requirements of the respondents’ Improve- 
ment Act of 1884 with regard to the cost of 
making up the road in front of the. appel- 
lant’s house, *‘ The Homestead.’’ 

The question involved was whether the 
Corporation, in the notice of apportionment, 
had complied with the provisions of the Act 
and included sufficient particulars of the 


considerations on which the provisional - 


apportionment were based. The appellant’s 
contention was that the form of apportion- 
ment served upon her did not provide her 
with sufficient details to enable her to make 
objection to the apportionment or to appeal 
therefrom. She complained that on the par- 
ticulars in the apportionment she was unable 
to challenge figures set out against the dif- 
ferent items of work done; but the Justices 
over-ruled the appellant’s objection. 

Mr. A. Hamilton appeared in support of 
the appeal, and Mr. R. Etherton for the 
Corporation. 

At the conclusion of the arguments the 
Court allowed the appeal. 

In giving judgment, the Lord Chief 
Justice said that from the case which had 
been stated by the magistrates it was im- 
possible for the appellant, or any individual 
frontager, to ascertain, other than generally, 
from the apportionment the amount charged, 
or to check the correctness of it. The notice 
of apportionment should contain the amount 
charged against the respective premises, and 
whether it was made according to frontage 
or not, and any other consideration on which 
the apportionment was made. In the present 
case the apportionment said ‘‘ other con- 
siderations,’ but. did not state what they 
were. In the circumstances it was quite im- 
possible to find in the apportionment any of 
that particularity which the Act demanded 
for the information, on the one hand of the 
frontager who had to pay, and on the other 
hand, of the members of the Corporation 
upon whom devolved the duty of deciding 
intelligently whether the resolution should 
be passed. But in this case, instead of com- 
plete disclosure there was a vagueness which 
left the frontager to speculate how the 
amount was made up. In these circum- 
stances the apportionment did not comply 
with the provisions of the Act, and the case 
would be remitted to the Justices, who could 
either amend the apportionment or adjourn 
the case so that further notice be given and 
the apportionment amended in the way he 
had indicated. The latter course would per- 
haps be the better. 

The other members of the Court concurred 
0 the appeal was accordingly allowed with 
costs.

CROSS CLAIM BETWEEN PLASTERERS 
AND BUILDER. 


Bull & Porter v. Arter. 

In this case Messrs. Bull & Porter, a 
rm of plasterers, of 62, Dorothy-road, 
Battersea, claimed to recover from Mr. E. C. 
Arter, a builder, of 12, Gordon-road, Peck- 
ham, 8.E., £67 10s. 7d., as balance of account 
alleged to be due in respect of work and 
materials supplied on certain premises in 
High-street, Croydon, which were, in June 
and July, 1936, in course of alteration by the 
defendant, the plaintiffs being employed by 
im as sub-contractors for the plastering 
work. 

The defendant admitted liability to the 
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plaintiffs in the sum of £62 13s. 4d. in 
respect of work and materials supplied, but 
denied liability for the rest of the claim on 
the ground that the plaintiffs had improperly 
charged certain items of work as extras. 
The defendant also counter-claimed to be 
indemnified by the plaintiffs for damages 
and costs he (defendant) had had to pay to 
a Mrs. Reynell and Mrs. Donabie for per- 
sonal injuries they had sustained through 
the alleged negligence of the plaintiffs’ ser- 
vants or agents in so arranging a fence or 
hoarding surrounding an entrance to the 
premises and adjacent to the public highway 
so. as to fall outwards upon the highway and 
in falling, striking and injuring the two 
ladies. 

The defendant said it was an express or 
implied term of the plaintiffs’ employment as 
sub-contractors for the plastering work that 
they should indemnify him in respect of any 
liability claim or proceedings whatsoever 
arising in common law or by statute in 
respect of personal injuries to any persons 
arising out of or in the course of the said 
plastering works and/or caused by the negli- 
gence of the plaintiffs, their servants or 
agents. In those circumstances the defen- 
dant claimed to recover by his counter-claim 
£110 7s. 8d., that being the amount of the 
compensation he had had to pay to the 
ladies for the injuries they had received and 
the costs incidental to the legal proceedings 
which they had threatened to institute 
against him. 

The plaintiffs denied the allegations of 
negligence made against them and liability. 

Mr. Phineas Quass appeared for the plain- 
tiffs, and Mr. Neil Lawson for the defendant. 

After hearing the evidence, his lordship, 
in giving judgment, said that the defendant 
had failed to satisfy him that the plaintiffs 
were responsible for the hoarding falling and 
injuring the ladies. He held, upon the evi- 
dence, that the plaintiffs were entitled to 
judgment on their claim to £65, with costs, 
and that the defendant’s counter-claim failed 
and should be dismissed with costs. 

Order accordingly. 


IN PARLIAMENT 


Building Plans. 

Sm Grorce Myurcueson’ asked the 
Minister of Labour if he could furnish any 
information as to the value of building plans 
approved in areas other than those of the 146 
local authorities which supplied his depart- 
ment monthly with such information; and 
whether he was satisfied that the returns of 
the 146 local authorities referred to were now 
representative of the building activities of the 
country. 

Mr. E. Brown said that he was not in 
possession of mformation as to the estimated 
value of buildings for which plans were 
approved in areas other than those of the 
146 local authorities which supplied monthly 
returns to his department. The areas of 
these 146° authorities, however, covered con- 
siderably over 40 per cent. of the total popu- 
lation of Great Britain, outside London, and 
they included the great majority of boroughs 
and urban districts, other than the Metropoli- 
tan boroughs, with populations over 50,000, 
and some smaller places. He had no reason 
to suppose that the trend of building activity 
in these areas, taken as a whole, differed 
materially from that of building activity in 
Great Britain generally, apart from the Lon- 
don County Council area (for which such 
plans as were submitted for approval did not 
provide a basis for satisfactory estimates of 
the total value of buildings proposed for con- 
struction). It should, however, be observed 
that as widely varying periods might elapse 
in different cases before the approval of plans 
was followed by the actual construction of 
buildings, the changes in the estimated value 
of buildings for which plans were approved 
should not be regarded as more than roughly 
indicative of the probable future trend of 
building activity. 

Old Cottages. 

Mr. Bossom asked the Chancellor of the 

Exchequer if, when he was compiling his 
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next Budget, he would consider providing a 
reasonable sum of money which should be at 
the disposal of a small independent group, 
similar to the Import Duties Advisory Com- 
mittee, to be granted in cases of smaller old 
buildings of character which after approved 
examination were found capable of recondi- 
tioning but could not be so treated and now 
were destroyed, due to the money needed for 
-reconditioning being more than that available 
from all sources on the strictly economic 
basis. 

Srr J. Srwon said he assumed that his 
hon. friend had mainly in mind country 
cottages. He would draw his attention to 
the fact that Exchequer grants fer recondi- 
tioning were already available under the 
Housing (Rural Workers) Acts. 

Mr. Bossom asked if the right hon. 
gentleman was aware that in many cases it 
was not sufficient, and that a very small! 
addition to the amount now allowed would 
preserve a tremendous number of buildings 
of architectural importance. 

Sir J. Smvon said he could understand the 
importance of the matter, but he thought his 
reply covered the point. 


Rent Restriction Acts. 

Mr. Extis Smirnx asked the Minister of 
Health when he expected to receive the 
Departmental Committee’s Report on the 
Rent Restriction Acts; would he consider the 
large reductions in wages which took place 
between 1920 and 1930 while rents remained 
fixed; and would he bear in mind the need 
for a substantial reduction in rents? 

Str K. Woop said he understood from the 
chairman of this Committee that he (the 
speaker) might expect to receive this report 
within the next few weeks. The whole posi- 
tion regarding rent control would be care- 
fully considered in the light of the report. 


Building Lines. 

Sr G. Mrrcueson asked the Minister of 
Transport if he would ask the highway 
authorities in the Metropolitan area to fur- 
nish him with a list of streets in respect of 
which they were at present using their 
powers for the purpose of ensuring the 
setting back of the building line in respect 
of new buildings. ; 

Mr. Burein said that the Metropolitan 
Boroughs freely exercised their powers in 
respect of improvement lines in cases of 
rebuilding. A large number of streets was 
being dealt with in this way, and whilst he 
hoped that his hon. friend would not press 
him to furnish him with a complete list, 


‘he would be happy to inform him of the posi- 


tion in respect of any streets in which he 
might be particularly interested. 


New Legislation. : 3 

The King’s Speech, in opening the new 
Session, stated that Bills would be introduced 
to amend the financial provision for slum 
clearance and the abatement of overcrowding, 
and to make further provision for the improve- 
ment of agricultural housing. Legislation on 
the subject of rural housing in Scotland would 
also ‘be submitted. 

In tthe debate on the Address in the House 
of Lords, Lord Ridley welcomed the provision 
for housing. He said that while slum clear- 
ance over a great part of the country had 
been well started, the overcrowding pro- 
gramme could not be said to have been put 
into action very thoroughly yet. He was glad 
to see that there were to be certain adjust- 
ments of the financial arrangements. He 
hoped also that it would be possible to find 
some practical method of dealing with the 
question of rent restriction. Agricultural hous- 
ing was an important question which needed 
the attention that he was glad to see the 
Government proposed to give to it. The stan- 
dard of housing in the rural areas was well 
below that in the towns. A comprehensive 
measure to bring the Rural Workers’ Housing 
Act up to date, and introducing special pro- 
vision for the building of new houses in rural 
districts, would be of inestimable value and 
help to increase the supply of agricultural 
labour.

Cracks in House on Clay Foundations. 

Sm,—I should be glad to know if any 
of your readers could give me any advice 
with regard to the following :— 

A large house was erected on clay founda- 
tion some few years ago. Trouble has now 
arisen through large cracks appearing in the 
~~ and w whenever there is a 
drought or exceptional rains. Approximately 
four or five months ago several of these 
ceili were renewed with ceiling plaster 
board and the cracks on walls, etc., cut out 
and made good, but now the same trouble is 
recurring. Can you give me a remedy for 
this settlement ? THANET. 


Trench Excavation: Question -of 
Measurement. 

Sm,—A contractor undertakes to lay a 
water main, and takes responsibility for what- 
ever strata are met with in course of 
construction. The normal method of pay- 
ment for trench excavation is so much per 
lineal yard at depths measured from ground 
surface to invert of pipe. All obstacles like 
streams are measured in the run of the pipe- 
line, nothing extra being allowed beyond the 
measurement, as indicated above.. Pump- 
ing and such items, of course, are detailed 
- end of schedule to cover the entire pipe- 
ine. 

The question arises as to the proper 
method of measuring the depth of trenches 
taking the pipe through the bed of a stream. 
Should the depth allowed be merely the 
shallow trench in the river bed or the depth 
from invert of pipe to water-level? If 
the soil had been, say, slurry or some such 
watery soil, there would have been no ques- 
tion but that the depth given would be from 
invert of pipe to top of such soil. Does the 
fact of passing through ordinary water alter 
all this? This question is quite apart from 
any question of cofferdams. reply from any 
reader with experience of this question would 
be much appreciated. PERPLEXED. 


Effect of Wage Increase on a Contract: 
Builder’s Position. - 


Sm,—In July, 1935, there was an increase 
of wages granted to the building trade of 


per hour, as from the 3ist of that month. 

ter there was another increase of $d: per 
hour about the end of January, 1936. How 
does this affect the builders who paid the 


wages? 


I ask this because on a contract 
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recently completed, the architect contends 
that he has no authority to pay this increase. 
I should appreciate your opinion on the 
following points :— 

(1) Was not this increase a trade union 
increase and therefore payable as the stan- 
dard rate of pay? 

(2). No rate of pay is included in the pro- 
visions of the R.I.B.A. form of contract, nor 
does it appear in the contracts used by many 
architects. 

(3) Is the architect right in his —— 

EX. 

[(1) The increase is not payable to the 
builder unless the contract specifically pro- 
vides that he is to be paid such increase. His 
contract is his bargain and he is bound by 
it and cannot claim the increase unless he has 
had to pay it owing to the employer delaying 
the contract work. 

(2) That is so. See (1) above. 

(3) Yes, but see (1) above.—Ep.] 


Delay in Approval of Plans; Effect on 
Contract. 

Sm,—We should be much obliged if you 
could give us your opinion on our position 
regarding the following contract : In January 
last we signed a contract to erect a building 
from a plan prepared by an architect. 

Under the terms of our contract we had to 
complete -in 20 weeks under a penalty of £4 
per week. After commencing the work and 
getting the building well on the way to com- 
pletion, we discovered that the County 
Council, Ministry of Transport and the archi- 
tect were all concerned in a dispute regarding 
the entrances from the main road to the build- 
ing. The contract time expired last May, 
a retention for maintenance being held back 
of 10 per cent. on the contract amount. 

We have been waiting patiently to get some 
decision as to what we have to do to com- 
plete this work, and up to the time of writing 
we are still unable to complete. Will you 
be kind enough to give us your opinion as 
to whether we can still be held to our con- 
tract under the above conditions, and also 
what is our best remedy to take in the matter? 
We are continually being told that our client 
and architect are expecting this to be settled 
any day, but meanwhile building costs have 
increased, wages have risen, and we are 
expected to keep men on the job. 

VERDANT. 

[Our correspondent has a grievance; and, if 
his facts are correct, he cannot be held liable 
for delay in completion, since the delay has 
been caused by the employer or his architect. 
The dispute regarding the entrances is no 
concern of the builders. 

If the contract gives a power to the archi- 
tect to extend the time of completion, our. 
correspondent is entitled to a reasonable 
extension, because of the delay which has 
been caused. Furthermore, if, as appears, the 
work has been thrown over by the employer 
or his architect to the winter months by the 
delay, our .correspondent may be entitled to 
damages in respect to the increased cost of the 
work, together with the increased building 
costs and the increase in wages and through 
having to keep men on the job. 

It is not for ‘‘ Verdant ”’ to throw up the 
contract. Generally, building contracts pro- 
vide that on such matters occurring as in 
this case, the contract shall not be broken. 
** Verdant.”’ has his remedy, and should make 
a claim on the lines suggested, exercising his 
right, if the contract so provides, to take the 
matter to arbitration if the claim is resisted. 
(See Creswell on ‘‘ The Powers of the Archi- 
tect,”” obtainable from The Builder.) Before 
going further, it would be well to take legal 
advice.—Eb. ]

attention at the bottom as at the top, if 
not more. Very often I have found that the 
builders have merely placed the stove in the 
opening, leaving a cavernous space between

This should be bricked 
up properly up to the beginning of the flue 
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proper so as to form a direct. passage for the 
smoke without eddying in the empty space, 
As to chimney-pots, their name is legion, 
but for general use the ‘‘ Albert ’’ type is 
as good as any; this type is made by many . 
firms, but I give the name, which ma 
identify it. Zinc is quite good for most 
places, but, at the seaside, or where corrosive 
matters may be in the air, copper is advis- 
able. CunEr. 


How to Set Up as Jobbing Builder, 


[Answer to ‘‘Srx Years’ Reaper,” 
OcroBER 22.] 

Sm,—Having an all-round knowledge of 
the various building trades, your correspondent 
has a good prospect in starting business, pro- 
vided his capital is adequate. If it is certain 
that business can be secured immediately, it 
is possible to start on quite a small capital, 
but if several months have to pass before 
there is an adequate income, more capital 
will be needed. Try to get the business 
premises in a prominent position, so that they 
can be noticed by prospective customers, 
Endeavour to obtain a few introductions to 
the various estate agents with a view to busi- 
ness; at the same time hand them your trade 
card. Also advertise in local papers. 

An important essential in all businesses is 
keeping accounts, and doubtless the best 
way to do this is to use the double-entry 
system. Purchase a good book on pricing 
and costing, and continue to peruse this up- 
to-date building journal, as it is practically 
helpful in a true sense, and it frequently gives 
the skilled technical guidance and valuable 
information to craftsmen and _ builders in 
securing efficiency with economical production. 

Before starting the proposed business, con- 
sider the possibility of going into partnership 
with someone who is more experienced at 
certain jobs than yourself, as it is impossible 
for any individual to be thoroughly efficient 
with all the building jobs that are likely to 
arise in the business; but a combination 
of this nature has frequently achieved con- 
siderable success. A. J. T. E.

Vermin from Adjoining House: Legal

The former 
would probably be a ‘‘ man of straw,’’ and 
it is clearly desirable to bring the landlord 
into the action. The point then arises as to 
whether the entry of vermin into your cor- 
respondent’s property arose directly out of 
the act of the landlord in making the adjoin- 
ing house untenable to vermin (viz., by 
fuming). Investigations should be pursued 
along these lines, and may succeed, since 
proper measures in fumigation should. have 
succeeded in the extermination of the pest 
rather than in its discomfort leading £0 flight.

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BUILDING MATERIALS, 
OLD AND NEW 


LECTURE AT CARPENTERS’ HALL. 


Ar Carpenters’ Hall, on Wednesday, 
October 20, Mr. W. H. Ansell, M.C., 
F.R.1.B.A., began a series of public lectures 
that are to be given by architects and sani- 
tary engineers on subjects connected with 
building construction and sanitation. His 
theme was ‘‘ Building Materials, Old and 
New.” Mr. L. Jacob, Past-Master of the 
Worshipful Company, presided. 


Mr. Ansell said there was hardly any , 


building material, however ancient might ‘be 
its usage, that did not receive some degree of 
manufacture; brick, tile, plaster, concrete, 
ironwork, glass and paint—they were all 
manufactured. He remembered when stone 
for church work was brought to the site to 
be sawn and cut on the job. But nowadays 
the greater part of the stone used was worked 
at the quarry, and the mason was becoming 
more and more a fixer and not a. builder of 
stone. The greater part of the buildings in 
London were faced with stone, but that was 
merely a casing. The new London Univer- 
sity was an exception to this rule; but usually 
to-day stone was merely a casing for a steel 
structure, and the mason must learn how 
stone should clothe steelwork ; he must learn 
the best way to cut stone to fit girders and 
stanchions, and the best way of hanging it 
to an interior structure. Nowadays very 
little stone was used in London except Port- 
land, which was excellent for every kind of 
building and had a beautiful colour. ' There 
were other beautiful stones available, but 
they did not stand the London atmosphere so 
well as Portland did. 


Brick still remained our most useful 
material. It was not only the best in many 
ways for constructional purposes, but it was 
also the cheapest. Attempts were made at 
various times to build houses of wood, steel, 
blocks of concrete or reinforced concrete; but 
brick was found to be ithe finest material and 
always came back into use. Which was the 
best brick? The Fletton was a utilitarian 
brick, made by the million in the most scien- 
tific and up-to-date manner. The clay of 
which it was made contained something like 
eighty per cent. of the thermal energy 
required for the brick’s firing, so that very 
little fuel was necessary. The Fletton brick 
was one of the finest examples one could have 
of a machine-made thing: In its roughened 
form it was being used for external facing, 
and buildings in which it had been used 
showed as clean and fresh as ever after ten 
years. 

In old brickwork the Tudor was usually 
considered the best, but the Georgian was 
equally good, though of a different kind. The 
Elizabethan brick was narrow. Its face was 
not as true, nor its colour as uniform, as 
some people liked. Nevertheless, there was 
in the Elizabethan walls a character and 
quality that could never be got from a 
machine-made, absolutely perfect all-square 
brick. The Georgian work was not so con- 
cerned with texture, but some of the Georgian 
stocks were lovely bricks, very perfect in 
- shape and also very interesting in surface. 
He knew some late eighteenth-century work 
in the Sittingbourne neighbourhood which 
was delightful. The joints were not very 
wide, but the creamy yellow of the brick, 
untouched by smoke, retained a delightful 
character very much suited tothe white window 
frames and pillared doorways of the Georgian 
house. The rubbed brickwork of that time 
also gave the bricklayer a chance to exhibit 
really good workmanship. 

Concrete was a material that had been used 
from time immemorial. It would be used 
constructionally more and more, but he could 
not think of it as a good external-finishing 
material for London, because it soon became 

y, dull, unimpressive and monotonous. 
:t might be coated with marble or faience, or 
sry painted stucco so as to get a brighter 
surface, 
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Wood, cut and seasoned in England, had 
exercised a tremendous influence on build- 
ing. But for London, while the preservation 
of old buildings like Staple Inn was very 
desirable, wood was out of date for new con- 
struction. In the country it could make a 
reasonable and comfortable dwelling-house. 
Nowadays we were not restricted to English 
timbers: many Empire timbers were worth 
investigating. For example, Rhodesian teak 
made a very good floor. A . tremendous 
amount of plywood was being used. It was 
coming in more and more for all kinds of 
purposes. When using it, the builder should 
be careful to ventilate behind the plywood 
panelling. The ‘booklets issued by the 
Venesta Company would well repay study. 

Plaster used to be a comparatively simple 
thing, but it-was not so to-day. It had been 
found in very early times that if limestone 
were burned, one obtained a hot lime which 
could ‘be slaked by water and used for mak- 
ing mortar, and so on. The Romans could 
make a lime plaster so hard that when taken 
from the wall it could be used as a table, 
being almost like marble itself. There was 
very little in the way of stucco that the 
Romays did not know or could not do. They 
had carbonate of lime, which is slow setting 
and could be moulded, and they had sulphate 
of lime, which is quick setting. _ This could 
be carved, but could not be moulded. Plaster 
to-day could not be used as in days gone by. 
Elizabethan ornamental ceilings were often 
moulded in the plaster. Later on the mould- 
ings were cast in @ kind of plaster of paris 
and fitted. To-day ornamental plaster was 
mostly fibrous plaster made in the plasterer’s 
shop, brought to the job and fitted up. 

With regard to paint, the Building Re- 
search Station told us the old practice of 
putting a sharp colour on to Keene’s cement 
was wrong. Sharp colour was paint used 
with very little oil, but with turpentine and a 
little gold size. Such a coat of paint pre- 
vented the damp from drying out properly, 
but it did not prevent the alkali working 
through, so that all kinds of trouble might 
be anticipated from putting paints upon 
modern Keene’s cements. The cement should 
be given a chance to dry out before paint was 
put upon it. 

Glass to-day was constantly used in ways 
that would have been impossible once, not 
only as windows, but also.as wall lining for 
exteriors. The old material was being used 
in various other new ways. For example, it 
was made into blocks which could be built 
into a wall so that windows became un- 
necessary. 
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ARCHITECT-DESIGNED 
EXHIBITION- STAND 


One of the most interesting exhibits at the 
North London Exhibition, at Alexandra 
Palace, which closes to-morrow (Saturday), 
is that of ‘‘Ascot ’’ Gas Water Heaters, Ltd., 


who have again, as in the past, “rr an 


architect (Mr. Rodney Thomas, A.R.1.B.A.) 
to design their stand. The lay-out of the 
design resulted from the position of the stand 
in relation to the entrance, the two screens 
facing in this direction. Also, in view of the 
stand being open all round, the display is 
repeated, showing a complete range of appli- 
ances from two directions. 

The two tea-bars are placed back to back, 
so as to provide service to the public on both 
sides, with the central staff.area having access 
for storage, etc., into éhe fims. Owing to the 
complication of the-plimbing, which always 
occurs, the fins were maade wide enough for 
access, but tapered at either end to prevent a 


clumsy appearance. In order to create a con-° 


trast, the inside of each fin is carried out in 
corrugated asbestos, which makes a very suit- 
able display for the smaller. circular type of 
heater. _ Other surfaces are carried out in 
‘“* Dulux ’’ rough finish, so as to give a con- 
trast against the gloss surface of the ‘‘Ascots.”’ 
In view of these rough surfaces, ‘the sign- 
writing had to be dealt with in a special way, 
and this was done on circular glass discs fixed 
to. approprite positions. 

Although the bars are circular on plan, 
the supports and divisions-are carried out on 
the straight so.as to avoid the extra expense 
in connection with circular work. The light- 
ing is arranged so as to cast cross-shadows 
on the corrugation and direct lighting on the 
** Ascots.” Except for .the corrugated 
asbestos, the stand is constructed of timber 
framing and plywood, with the two support- 
ing rods in chromium plating. Attached to 
the stand is a clever small-scale model show- 
ing an ‘‘ Ascot’’ installation working an 
alternative system to a coke-fired boiler. The 
model also demonstrates various types of 
heaters. 


Proposed Reservoir at Chanctonbury Ring. 

A reservoir with a capacity of between 
two and three million gallons is to be con- 
structed on Chanctonbury Ring, the 
South Downs beauty spot. This, it is 
stated, will form part of schemes costing 
about £250,000 which are shortly to be put 
into operation by the combined water 
boards of the Chanctonbury R.D.C. and 
the Horsham R.D.C. 





THE “ ASCOT’? STAND, NORTH LONDON EXHIBITION. 


MR. RODNEY THOMAS, A.R.1.B.A., ARCHITECT. 
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HOLIDAYS WITH PAY 


FURTHER. EVIDENCE. 


Sm P. Matcotm Stewart, Bart. ,J.P., chair- 
man and managing director of the Associated 
Cement Manufacturers and the British Port- 
land Cement Manufacturers, Ltd., and chair- 
man of the London Brick Co., Ltd., gave 
evidence before the Government Holidays 
with Pay Committee at its last sitting, Lord 
Amulree presiding. 

Sir colm said in the two cement com- 
panies a paid holiday of one week was granted 
to the approximately 7,000 employees after 
one year’s service, provided attendance, work 
and conduct were satisfactory, with a sliding 
scale of half-pay for each month for periods 
of six months and over. The amount of 
holiday pay was arrived at by multiplying 
the worker’s basic hourly rate at the date 
of the holiday by 48. hours, or less hours 
worked, according ta agreement. Owing to 
the absence of comparative figures, it was 
not possible to give statistical proof of: the 
improved health of the employees, but they 
were conscious of a general improvement in 
the relationship existing between the com- 
panies and their employees. The calculated 
“0% was less than 2 per cent. on the wage 

lil, 

In the case of the London Brick Co., an 
annual holiday with pay was introduced in 
1930 as a spontaneous act, and approximately 
5,600 employees were included*in the scheme. 
Those employees who, on April 30 in each 
year, had completed-one year’s unbroken 
service to the satisfaction of the employer, 
were each given one week’s holiday with 
pay, and, in the case of burners, this had 
since been extended to two weeks. Produc- 
tion continued throughout the year, the holli- 
days being taken by rota. itness was of 
the opinion that a paid holiday improved the 
health of the workpeople, and strengthened 
the good will which existed with the com- 
pany. Timekeeping had improved con- 
siderably throughout the whole of the works. 

In answer to the Committee, Sir Malcolm 
said he regarded the cost of paid holidays as 
a first charge on the industry; even before 
interest on capital. He was not in favour of 
the Government bearing part of the cost, and 
thought it should be borne by industrialists, 
and arranged by them either through the 
trade unions or directly with the employer, 
thus preserving the opportunity of increased 
co-operation and good will. If the Govern- 
ment wanted to put its hand in its pocket, in 
his view there were better ways of spending 
the money—for example, on industrial pen- 
sions, thus giving the opportunity to the 
worker to retire earlier, and decrease 
unemployment. 

After Sir Malcolm had concluded, the 
Associated Slate, Penrhyn and Dinorwik 
Quarries, employing approximately 10,000 
men and youths in North Wales, North 
Cornwall, the Lake district, and Ballachulish 
in Scotland, opposed the granting of paid 
holidays by statute, contending that it was 
entirely an economic matter and, like others 
affecting remuneration in the industry, was 
most suited to negotiation between the two 
sides within the circle of their joint organisa- 
tion. The usual bank and other holidays 
were allowed to be taken, with the addition in 
some areas of two other days, making six or 
eight days per year, but holidays with pay 
were not given in the industry, except to a 
very small extent to staff workers, who were 
usually on a weekly wage and did not come 
under any piecework arrangement or - addi- 
tional rates of pay for overtime. The per- 
centage of labour to total production cost in 
the industry was as much as 80 per cent., and, 
being an almost entirely handicraft one, the 
industry had been particularly hard hit by 
the competition of mass-produced alternative 
roofing materials. Demand for slate was, 
also, to a, ange seasonal, and a lengthy 
general © holiday. during summer working 
would have ~y very serious effect. The 
decline in production, in face of substitutes, 
had been from 515,000 tons in 1905 to 303,000 
tons in 1935. ~ 

In answer to Mr. George Hicks, M.P. (a 
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member of the Committee), witness said an 
adjustment in wages in the industry was made 
only a rein. a ago, when the men accepted 
a straight 5d. per day increase, against an 
offer of a week’s paid holiday and 3d. per 
day advance. An idea of the volume of the 
tremendous competition in coloured concrete 
tiles was the fact that last year the output 
in London and within a radius of about 40 
miles was 450,000,000, and these could be put 
on the roof at under half of what slates cost. 

Mr. Hicks : How do the new ones compare, 
as far as durability is concerned, with the 
Welsh slate ?—Witness : I don’t think anyone 
can say what the probable life is, as they have 
been such a short time on the roof. As 
regards imported slates, there were large im- 
ports at the present time of Portuguese slates, 
as well as Italian and French, which were 
much cheaper. There had,~also, been a tre- 
mendous trade in the last few years in Lon- 
don in second-hand slates. 

“* Tf the cost of any scheme for the payment 
of holidays is to be met by the employer 
solely, such an increase in his overhead costs 
will have to be passed on to the public as 
increased charge,’’ said the National Federa- 
tion of Master Painters and Decorators, in the 
course of their evidence. Not more than 20 
per cent. of the total men employed by painters 
and decorators were recognised as permanent 
employees. The trade was essentially seasonal 
and largely done in the holiday period. The 
men were engaged and paid on an hourly 
basis. During the winter months, November 
to March, it was estimated that from 30 to 50 
per cent. of the operative painters were 
either wholly unemployed, or only very inter- 
mittently employed, and the efforts of the 
Federation and other bodies over many years 
to persuade the public to spread over the 
placing of work did not appear to have had 
much effect, except in the case of Government 
departments, public authorities, etc. The 
Federation had expressed no official opinion on 
the principle of paid holidays, and would 

resumably have to follow the main industries, 

ut they felt very strongly that, if such a 
scheme had to come into operation, it should 
be compulsory. If not, there were a large 
number of small employers, or one-man busi- 
nesses, in the industry who would take advan- 
tage, and probably work during the holiday 
and cut the price. 


THE NEW RURAL HOUSING 
REPORT 


PROPOSED SUBSIDY FOR HOUSING FARM 
WORKERS. 

Tue report of the Central Housing Advisory 
Committee on Rural Housing which was pub- 
lished this week recommends the grant of a 
general Exchequer subsidy to local authorities 
for new houses built for the agricultural popu- 
lation sufficient to enable a substantial pro- 
portion of the new houses to be let at rents 
of not more than 3s. a week, exclusive of 
rates. The Committee also recommend that 
a similar subsidy, payable annually, should 
be available to private persons to build cot- 
tages for agricultural workers so long as 
these cottages are let at agricultural rents. 

The report points out that the difficulty 
underlying the provision of proper housing 
for farm workers is that these workers are 


not able to pay the economic rent of a new ~ 


house, or to compete in this respect with 
industrial workers or other persons in better 
economic circumstances. In consequence, the 
latter tend to squeeze out the agriculturist 
in any area where they form a substantial 
part of the population. Several witnesses 
before the Committee referred to the serious 
and increasing shortage of competent agricul- 
tural labour, one of the main causes of which 
is the lack of suitableshousing accommodation. 


Where Cottages Should be Built. 

The report recommends that new houses 
should be built so far as possible in existing 
villages. The Committee consider that with 
modern transport facilities the disadvantage 
to the bread-winner of having to travel to 
his work is outweighed by the great advan- 
tage to his family of being near school, shops 


and other centres of social intercourse. 


> 
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Building in villages rather than in isolated 
groups also facilitates the best and most 
economical use of public services like water 
supply and sewage disposal. 

The report recommends that the Housing 
(Rural Workers) Acts, by which grants are 
made available to private persons for the im- 
provement of existing cottages for agricul- 
tural workers, should be continued. It also 
contains several useful recommendations on 
minor points designed to make these Acts more 
easily workable. It is suggested that local 
authorities should undertake surveys in their 
districts to ascertain all cottages suitable for 
reconditioning, and should then take special 
steps to persuade the owners of such cottages 
to take advantage of the facilities afforded by 
the Acts to carry out the work. 

The report-:was prepared by the Rural 
Housing Sub-Committee of the Central Hous- 
ing Advisory Committee after hearing evi- 
dence and considering memoranda from the 
following ‘bodies: The County Councils 
Association, the Rural District Councils 
Association, the National Farmers’ Union, 
the National Union of Agricultural 
Workers, the Land Agents’ Society, the 
Council for the Preservation of Rural Eng- 
land, the National Federation of Women’s 
Institutes, the Central Landowners’ Associa- 
tion, the Sanitary Inspectors’ Association. 
A précis of the evidence is published with 
the report, and shows remarkable uniformity 
on the main points with which the Com- 
mittee’s recommendations deal. 


SLUM CLEARANCE AND 
: REHOUSING 


Tue most recent Ministry of Health figures 
showing the position of slum clearance and 
rehousing are summarised below. 

Clearance Areas and Orders.—During 
eptember local authcrities declared areas 
comprising 5,951 houses representing the dis- 
placement of 15,245 persons, as compared with 
5,984 houses and a displacement of 21,696 
persons in August. 

The orders submitted during September 
covered 5,844 houses and the displacement of 
25,205 persons, as compared with 4,669 houses 
and the displacement of 16,396 persons in 
August. 

The orders confirmed during September 
covered 4,208 houses and 19,288 persons, as 
compared with 3,407 houses and 13,040 persons 
in August. The total number of houses in 
confirmed orders is now 159,219, involving the 
displacement of 681,939 persons. 

ehousing Progress.—The latest available 
figures are those for August.- At the end of 
that month there were 68,121 houses under 
construction, as compared with 66,380 at the 
end of July and 64,108 at the end of June; 
5,925 houses were completed during August, 
as compared with 6,353 during July and 5,857 
during June. 

The great majority of these houses are being 
provided for rehousing persons displaced in 
connection with slum clearance schemes. 

New houses approved during September 
numbered 5,745, as compared with 7,661 in 
August and 7,379 in July.

Revision of Pigment Specifications. 

The revision of 11 more B.S. Specifications 
for pigments for paints has just been com- 
pleted and forms the subject of three publica- 
tions (B.S.8S.

B.S.S. No. 312-1937, Earth Colours for 
Paints). There are five Specifications relating 
to black (carbon) pigments, viz., carbon, 
bone, vegetable, lamp and mineral black; 
four Specifications ‘for earth colours, viz., 
sienna, umber, Vandyke brown, ochre and 
two for the oxides of iron. This grouping 
together in one document of similar Specifica- 
tions has been undertaken in the hope: that 
they will be more serviceable to industry in 
this form.

Girder Bridges. 


The British Standards Institution has re- 
cently issued in one volume a revision of 
Parts 3, 4 and 5 of the British Standard 
Specification No. 153 for Girder Bridges deal- 
ing respectively with Loads and Stresses 
(Part 3), Details of Construction (Part 4), and 
Erection (Part 5). The revision of Part 1, 
Materials, and Part 2, Workmanship, ap- 
peared in 1933. This is the first complete 
revision of these parts of the specification 
which were first published in 1923, but in- 
creased permissible working stresses in struc- 
tural steel were issued as an addendum to 
Part 3 in 1933. 


Whilst Part 5, Erection, remaing substan- 
tially as in the original edition, considerable 
alterations have been made in Part 3, Loads 
and Stresses, and Part 4, Details of Construc- 
tion. The list of unit weights has been some- 
what extended, and in some cases revised. 
The permissible working stresses in ordinary 
structural steel have been raised, a further 
alteration being an increase of the permissible 
stress in shear on shop rivets, turned tight- 
fitting bolts and pins from 6 to 6.5 tons. 
Provision is made for an additional type of 
unit loading for highway bridges (designated 
Type B), the existing British Standard Unit 
Loading being now designated Type A; tables 
of maximum bending moments and shears for 
‘Type B loading are to be published later. 
The allowance to be made for impact on rail- 
way bridges is now left to the discretion of 
the engineer, the committee responsible for 
drafting the revision limiting itself for the 
time being to indicating in an appendix four 
alternative methods which might be followed. 
Provision is made for lurching to be treated 
separately from impact unless this has already 
been included in the impact allowance. ‘The 
proportion of the vertical shear to be carried 
by each pair of intermediate stiffeners and 
the rivets connecting them to the web plate 
is now regulated by a formula. 

In the foreword of the specification reference 
is made to the appointment of the Joint 
Research Committee of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers and Structural Engineers which 
has been set up to investigate further the 
problems involved in the ony wt and con- 
struction of simple-span girder bridges, and 
it is stated that when the report of this 
body is available the specification will be 
again reviewed. It is also mentioned that the 
preparation of. clauses covering the use of 
high tensile structural steel to B.S.S. No. 548, 
which is not dealt with in the present revision, 
is being undertaken with a view to that issue 
as a supplement to the specification.

RAIL-ROAD TRANSPORT 


Progress of Railway ‘‘ Container ’’ Scheme. 
Mosite truck bodies which are _inter- 
changeable between railway and_ road 
vehicies are, we are informed, proving i» 
creasingly popular, and further containers are 
to be constructed by the main line railways. 
How rapidly this scheme of rail and road 
co-ordination has been developed is shown 
by the fact that in 1928, 1,574 containers were 
in service, and to- day the British railways 
operate a fleet of 13,000 of these mobile units. 
Started as an experiment to_ provide 
traders with separate carrying units which 
would travel equally well on either rail or 
road vehicles, the ‘‘ container ’’ scheme had 
advantages which have become more 
more evident, Merchandise loaded into 
containers is untouched until it is delivered; 
it is fully protected against the vagaries of 
the weather; there is a reduction in packing 
costs, labour’ and materials; the risk of break- 
ages is minimised, and the returning of empty 
crates, casks and baskets is avoided entirely. 
As a result of experience, a variety of 
types of contaimers has been evolved by 
the railways. The most popular type has 
proved to be a covered container 14 ft.. by 
64 ft. by 6% ft., with a capacity for four 
tons of goods. For building trade materials, 
small containers, some with lids, designed to 
carry 14 tons to 24 tons, enable bricks, tiles, 
slates and stonework to be delivered direct 
to workmen on the upper floors of buildings 
under construction. Larger containers of 
open type, and of 3 tons capacity, are 
for the carriage of stoves, grates, g 
bottles, etc., whilst others of 4 tons capacity 
carry glazed ean baths, castings, asbestos 
sheets, accoumulators, ete.

The Argentine and Cement Imports. 

The Anglo-Argentina Press Bureau writes : 
Exports of British cement to Argentina fell 
from 77,900 tons in 1929 to 3,000 tons in 1932, 
following the imposition of a 42 per cent. ad 
valorem import duty, and have since remained 
at about that level. This duty may now be 
suspended. Argentine national production of 
cement has increased steadily during the de- 
pression years, but is inadequate to meet the 
requirements of the present boom in building 
and public works construction which renewed 
prosperity has initiated.
